The Washington Evening Star for 11-17-47 carried a 
story regarding the election of Ronald Reagan as President of 
the Guild which adopted a resolution calling for officers to

By reference from the Director’s Office, I talked with Ronald Reagan, 
the movie star, at 1:20 p. m. , 8-26-60. Mrl Reagan had just finished reading the 
Director’s pamphlet, ’’Communist Target — Youth.” He was very enthusiastic. He 
stated he has a Sp^dayjiight television show which has a viewing audience of 30 million 
people. It is the^ General Electric T heater. ” He mentioned that this was a very high 
type show and th^th^p^Fams usually are of the type that will render a public service. 

Mr. Reagan felt that the Director's pamphlet should receive considerable 
publicity throughout the United States. He expressed the thought that the entire 
population should be made aware of the communist danger. He would like to base a 
future Sunday night program upon the pamphlet if the Director has no objections. He 
stated that the locality in which the youth riots occurred (San Francisco) would naturally 
be changed and that all names would be fictionalized in view of legal problems involved. 
He pointed out that the show would reflect innocent appearing students on a college 
campus and how these students could be duped by the communists into carrying on 
subversive activities. 


Mr. Reagan also brought up the possibility of the Director appearing on ^ 
his television show at the conclusion of the program. He stated if the Director could 
not come to California he would be happy to have a camera crew film the Director in f 
his office. He stated this would lend great authenticity and dignity to his program. C> ' 
He would request the Director to give approximately 2 to 3 minutes of remarks 
concerning the danger of communism and particularly communist infiltration of youth. 

I told Mr. Reagan that the Director would be very pleased at his interest 
in this matter and would, of course, correspond with him in the very near future. He 
was told of the Director's travel status at the present time. He was additionally advised 
that the Director's very tight schedule usually precludes him from appearing on 
television or radio and that such would undoubtedly be the case in this instance; however,

This should serve 
as a great public service, if produced properly., and should additionaUy furnish 
considerable desirable publicity for the Director’s pamphlet, "Communist Target-Youth.’ 

Mr. Reagan specifically indicated he would appreciate very much our . 
informally reviewing his script whenever it was written concerning the program. 

Mr. Reagan did not ask for any technical or consultant advice in connection with this 
program. He merely desires permission from the Director to use the pamphlet and 
to have the Director on his program. 

There is attached a suggested letter to Reagan. The letter additionally 
informs Mr. Reagan that the Director, because of his heavy schedule of commitments, 
cannot appear on the program although the invitation is deeply appreciated.

BACKGROUND: 

You will recall that the captioned individual telephoned the 
Director's Office on 8-26-60, and upon referral, you talked to him.

BIOGRAPHICAL DATA: 

Ronald Reagan was born in Tampico, Illinois, on 2-6-11 and 
was graduated from Eureka, Illinois, College with an A. B. degree in 1932. 

He began his career as a newspaperman but switched to sports announcing 
on station WHO in Des Moines, Iowa, where he was employed from 1932 to 
1937. He has been a prominent motion picture actor since 1937 and is one 
of Hollywood's most active political figures and considered very conservative 
by Hollywood standards. He served as a Captain in the Air Force in 
World War H, was married and divorced from actress Jane Wyman and is 
presently married to Nancy Davis. He was President of the Screen Actors 
Guild, 1949-1951; breeds thoroughbred horses and trains hunters and jumpers. 

INFORMATION IN BUFILES: 

The Bureau has not investigated Ronald Reagan. Our files 
do contain numerous references to him chiefly in connection with his anti- 
communist activities in different Hollywood organizations. Informants 
have advised us that he is definitely anticommunist and he so indicated 
when he appeared before the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
as a friendly witness in October, 1947. He has been contacted on several 
occasions by Agents of our Los Angeles Office and in every instance has 
been cooperative and helpful; he in turn has visited our Los Angeles Office, 
and our relations with him have been cordial. (100-382196)

He said he had recently seen the TV portrayal of 
the Sacco - Vanzetti case and he thought this was 
distorted to favor'the "sob sisters" viewpoint and 
he thought it r was high time somebody reflected 
the true facts as to what the communists are trying 
to do. He said he sincerely hoped the Director 
would not think he was trying to plagiarize the 
magnificent pamphlet which the Director wrote 
concerning the San Francisco riots. He reiterated 
he would not involve the FBI or the Director in this 
program. 

Mr. DeLoach emphasized the fact that the FBI could 
not offer any service to him regarding the program 
in view of our heavy responsibilities. He said he 
fully understood this but after the script has been 
written, he is hopeful that we will take a look at it. 

Mr. DeLoach told Mr. Reagan, while the Director 
could not interpose any objection to a public service 
program which did not mention the name of the FBI or 
the Director's pamphlet "Communist Target - Youth, ” 
he should be very careful not to infer that this program 
is FBI sponsored.

“It’s a sad day if you can’t dis- 
cuss issues without being attacked 
in advance,” he told the reporters.

Reagan was queried considerably concerning the John Birch Society V 
and specifically as to why he had condemned the communists and the Ku KLux KLan^X 
but had not made the same denunciations of the John Birch Society. In reply, he 
answered that the Communist Party and the Ku Klux Klan had been listed as 
subversive by the Department of Justice and that the FBI had not found anything I, 
subversive in the Birch Society. He also commented that the State of California ha 
investigated the Birch Society but found nothing subversive. He called for a 
Congressional investigation to "clear the air. " 


Reagan was also asked why he decided to run for Governor and he 
replied that the people in California have. been living under a dictatorial fiat long 
enough. He was also questioned concerning a statement allegedly attributed to him 
that he did not support the Civil Rights Bill. He stated this was erroneous and 
that this comment was attributed to him after a long explanation pointing out certain 
weaknesses which he felt existed in the Bill as passed.

He has spoken in various parts of the country on the evils of 
communism and was a friendly witness before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities in October, 1947. One source in 1960 advised that he understood that Ronald 
Reagan, along with several other prominent Hollywood per ^pnalitie sj^r^hding Adolph 
Menjou, were members of the Beverly Hills 'Chapter of.^He' John Birch Society, but in 
a 196.2 pr ; e ss~ conference Reagan incidentally mentioned that he was. not a member of

Although he has been extremely anticommunist since about the mid- 
\ 1940's, he was reportedly a sponsor of the Commi ttee for a Democratic Far Eastern ^ 
Policy, which has been designated by the Department of Justic^plIfManf'tb Executive 
Order 10450. In testimony before the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
in October, 1947, he said that he had received some literature from this organization, 
and that he was duped through a telephone call to lend his name as sponsor of a recital 

1 which he later learned was under the auspicies of the Joint Anti-Fascist Re fugee 
Committee. It is noted in his testimony that he said he abhor&d the~communist 
philosophy. # 


In the 1940's Reagan was reportedly a member of Americans for 
Democratic Action andthe American Veterans Committee. In 1950 Dore Schary, 
prominent Hollywood personality, indicated he and Reagan, as well as others, had been 
active in the Holl ywood In dependent Citizens Committee of the Arts, Sciences. and 
Professions in l"945^but got out that year when communists took over. Reagan became 
President of the Screen Actors Guild in 1947 and was subsequently re-elected. He was 
extremely active in the Guild in opposing the communists .

On November 17, 1966, Mr. Mulford visited the 
Bureau and spoke to SA John W. O’Beirne, Crime Research Section.

“Those with a grievance

554ear-old governor said in 
hi® address on the steps of 
the State Capitol. 

TOLERANCE 

“Lawlessness by the mob, 
as with the individual, will 
not be tolerated. We will act 
firmly and quickly to put 
down riot or insurrection 
wherever and whenever the 
situation requires.” , 

He spoke to both houses of 
the Legislature and to an 
audience estimated by Sacra- 
mento pol ice at 15,000 to 


20.000. The outdoor inaugura- 
tion, third of its kind in tjtie 
state’s history, was held Jin 
sunshine following an easy 
morning rain.

The new governor declared 
that “gimmick” financing 
had been employed by tie 
outgoing Democratic Admin- 
istration.

On February 25, 1967, at 7:09 p.m., a telephone 
call was received at the Detroit Office of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) from a caller who refused 
to identify himself other th an by his United States Marine 
Corps Serial Number This caller stated that he 

advocates the assassination of JOHN EDGAR HOOVER, Director 
of the FBI, Mr. GEORGE ROMNEY, Governor of Michigan, and 
Mr. RONALD REAGAN, Governor of California. 

The caller described himself as an ex-Marino Corporal 
of World War II and stated that he would love to be tried on 
the basis of his war experience and record in World War II 
and said that the only thing that would be determined by the 
court would be that he was considered insane. 

The caller also said that, "We ex-Mar ines are going 
to run this country or destroy it: that J. EDGAR HOOVER thinks 
he is God, but LBJ don’t think it and will be glad to get 
rid of him," and "that I may go to Washington pretty soon 
and assassinate someone". tie also said that no Federal Jury 
would ever convict him of anything but being insane. 

The caller further stated that the FBI sent an 
agent to his mother’s house without a search warrant and that 
all he wants is for someone else to go into her house without 


search 


irrant because "I’m going to assassina te them" 


The caller said that his name was known by Agent 
of the FBI office in St. Louis, Missouri, He also said That 
the FBI was 100% to blame for the assassination of President 
KENNEDY by OSWALD due to their utter stupidity and knowing 
what the Secret Service had already told the FBI. He concluded 
by stating in reference to the FBI, "You are the Gestapo of 
the United States of America. I denounce you and would 
assassinate your leader". During this call the caller refused 
to give his name and stated that he just traveled around. 

He claimed to have attended the University of Kentucky for 
three years after World War II from 1.917 to 1950.

He 
has FBI No. 615191A and CII No. 585104 . He was last arrested 
at San Bernardino, California, by the Sheriff* s Office in 
January 1967 on a charge of drunk driving. bo

A review of the files of the FBI at Los Angeles 
reflects that Humble is apparently identical with Junior 
Roland Humble, subject of an Impersonation case in 1950.

Grapp said this is 
apparently becoming a hot political issue and Reagan may ask the 
Director’s views. 


He advised many of the campus police departments are 
in opposition to this proposal and prefer to remain independent. Grapp r 
stated that although there could be certain advantages in the plan, such 
as uniformity in administration and perhaps better training, it would 
seem best for the Director not to express an opinion since this is purely 
a state issue.

DETAILS OF REPORT: 


On 4-17-70 1200 hours Yippie leader Jerry RUBIN, who Is one of the defendants 
in the Chicago Conspiracy Trial, gave a speech at San Fernando Valley State 
College. He freely used obscenities and started chanting "Fuck Ronald Reagan’ 
At this time an effigy was burned which had the names of Ronald Reagan, Max 
Rafferty and Judge Julius Hoffman' painted on it. RUBIN further stated that 
,the colleges were a concentration camp that destroys minds and that all studer 
should line up the professors against the wall and cut their heads off. He 
urged the crowd to do what ever was necessary to liberate the black man where- 
ever repression is coming down. He continued by saying that "The same thing 
that Is happening to- Bobby Seale (who is one of the defendants in the Chicago 
Conspiracy Trial) is happening right here at Valley State to your black 
brothers." RUBIN predicted that the United States will fall and the YIPPIE j 

philosophy will prevail and save the richest country in the world from 
collapsing. ( 

Once the YIPPIES have Inherited the earth their number one objective will be \ 
"To murder,. all the parents, then demand everything and not stop until we get 
it. ” 


RUBIN also comm'ented that the recent Chicago Conspiracy Trial was typical of 
American justice. 

There was a crowd of approximately 1,000 to 1,200 people in attendance who 
were mostly students from S.F.V.S.C. with a few high school students and 
administrative personnel from the college. Also in attendance were the news 
media. 


After RUBIN completed his talk, Tom HAYDEN, the founder of SDS and also a 
member of the Chicago Conspiracy Trial, he spoke on the issues of morality of 
the Viet Nam war.

RUBIN began speaking. Jerry RUBIN first led the group in chanting, 
’’Free Bobby Seale” and the group took up this ohant for approximatel 
two or three minutes. He next lead the group in ohantlng, ”F — 

Sam YOKTY” and the group took up this ohant for two or three 
seconds. He went into the same type of ohant for Ronald REAGAN 
and President NIXON. 

He then proceeded to relate the events of the Conspiracy trial. 
During this time he made mookery of the courts, the legal system 
and the government. He repeatedly made defamatory remarks against 
Judge Julius HOFFMAN. He stated that if anything wa3 done to

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Bobby SEALE, for example the Government la going to try to 
electrocute Bobby SEALE In September, there will not be a 
college, university or high sohool in this country that will 
be left standing. He also told that he had been warned not 
to oross state lines. He said he didn't understand what 
state lines were and that he was going to go back to the 
Convention in Chicago in 1970. 

He stated that KUNSTLER was the main revolutionary in the 
United States. He told the group that he had just received 
news that there was a riot in Berkley which was going on at 
this moment. He got a great deal of applause. He also stated 
that there was a Bank of America which had been burned down 
this day. This also drew a great deal of applause. He said 
that he was going to Santa Barbara on April 16 and from there 
he would be going to U C Berkley. He touched on Timothy O'LEARY 
and said that for everyone of us that is put in jail, there 
is a group of us out on the streets. Timothy O'LEARY was sent 
to jail for smoking pot, and for being in possession of three 
sticks of marijuana. Where were the pot smokers on the street? 
They should organize for Timothy O'LEARY. 

He spoke of Bobby SEALE'S trial which is coming up in New Haven, 
Connecticut and said that New Haven was not responsible, but 
that Yale University was responsible. He stated we would be 
going to Yale (source unable to obtain exact date— either May 2 
or 3)» He said that revolution was on the street. He spoke 
against the Police Department referring to them as pigs and said 
pigs have to go. 

He stated that we in the movement are everything our mothers and 
fathers wanted us not to be. They wanted us to take baths— 
we wern't going to take baths. He stated that he was fed up 
with people coming up and saying, "Hi Jerry, we hope you donjt 
have to go back to jail again — we support you Jerry — we are 
behind you." He repeated again, "F— that we don't want you 
behind us, we want you in front of us.' 1 

Jerry RUBIN also stated that we are all "Mother F " and 

that frankly he did not know where to start or when to stop. 

He stated that he and the rest of his cohorts in the Conspiracy 
Trial would not have been released if the Bank of America had 
not been burned down is Isla Vista. He emphasized it was not 
Conspiracy J, but Conspiracy 8 because whether the crowd wanted 
to believe it or not Bobby SEALE was right in there. With the 
Bank of America being burned down, the government realized that 
thl3 was pressure. Jerry RUBIN stated, "They are going to get 
a great deal of pressure." Jerry RUBIN spoke about Vice 
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President AGNEW and stat ed that AGNEW was having a revolution 
in his own living room. || |had been busted 

for pot. He stated that mJNEW oouxd not even control his own 
daughter. Source was unable to accurately report Jerry RUBIN’S 
speech as it was punotuated so many times by four-letter words. 
A 3 he came to the conclusion of his speech someone behind him 
held up a picket sign which had printed on it, "Do It Now." 

At this point RUBIN made some reference to "Do IT Now" himself. 

As he left the microphone, Irving SARNOFF came up and directed 
anyone who needed a ride to Santa Barbara to report to the 
sound truck. He also stated that there were many more candles 
and there would be a candlelight march around at least one or 
two of the government buildings Including City Hall.

Mike ABELES was the first speaker. He was from the SEATTLE 
LIBERATION Defendants. He spoke at some length about his start 
in the movement, the oppression in the schools and the war in 
Vietnam. He ended up emphasizing that delegates should be sent 
from the United States to Hanoi to talk to the Viet Cong and to 
sign their own Peace Treaties. These should be brought back to 
the American people, to the churches, to the schools and to 
various organizations. This he said was being organized now and 
would be taking place in the very near future. 

Marque NEAL gave a short speech starting first with a letter which 
he stated had come directly from Angela DAVIS. He stated that most 
of the people in the movement had probably heard by now that Angela 
was on a hunger strike. The reasons for her hunger strike were as 
follows: 

(1) Only being able to shower once a day. 

(2) Only being allowed two hours recreation. 

(3) Solitary confinement. 

(4) Not allowed to read books which had been sent to her.

He stated that DAVIS had no faith in the American courts. 

She did have faith in the American people and the reason Huey 
NEWTON was on the streets today was not because of the American 
courts, but was in fact because of the pressure, which had been 
put on by the people. He stated that the first of many demonstrations 
would be taking place in New York October 25 at the residence of 
Governor Rockefeller. On Tuesday, 5:00 p.m. at the State Building 
in Los Angeles there would be another demonstration to protest 
the treatment of sister Angela DAVIS. He stated that the movement 
wanted as many people there as possible so that the workers coming 
out of the State Building at 5:00 p.m. would know what it was all 
about. He stated he would get in contact with the other people 
on the DEFENSE COMMITTEE TO FREE ANGELA DAVIS as soon as this 
meeting was over. 

Mike TIGAR spoke of the oppression in the Judicial System in the 
United States and said that instead of coming to meetings like this 
people would do much better to talk to each other and find out 
where it was really at. 

Mike LERNER was the next speaker. He also spoke on Washington 
and the Peace Treaties and the delegates going to Hanoi. 

Rennie DAVIS' speech was very much the same as the speech he gave 
at the ILWU Hall on October 24. He spoke of repression in South 
Vietnam. He emphasized that there were tigar cages there with 
five people to a cage. He spoke about the food which they had 
been given. Then he touched on the Saigon Government. He stated 
that people who were in a movement and looking for a place to 
"get out of that movement, do something." He referred to them 
as "spooks" and then he referred to Mr. Duke of the Saigon 
Government. He stated that DUKE publically made a statement that 
the Saigon Government should be overthrown, and there should be an 
uprising, and a complete withdrawal of U.S. Troops. DAVIS stated 
that according to the Saigon Government these statements were 
treasonous. Duke had been flown back to Saigon. Without question, 
many important people, places and organizations had supported Mr, 

DUKES statement. 

i 

DAVIS stated that before the presidential election in 1971 he 
expected to see these things happen. June 13, 1971 Wouldpbe the 
deadline Nixon would get. There again, he stated, this deadline 
would be flexible. He stated that if Nixon would agree to do this 
immediately things would start happening. Prisoners would be home 
by Christmas. There would be an immediate cease fire tomorrow. 

There would be a provisional government in Saigon. Sigh, Key and 
Kim (phonetic) had to be replaced immediately. Other than that 
the Saigon government would remain in tact. He stated that a 
country which had fought 25 years was now willing to accept minority 
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positions on the provisional government and this was fair 
enough and no one could question it. He spoke again about 
delegates going to Hanoi to sign their own Peace Treaties 
and completely bypass the Government. From this could come 
an organization to organize Campus Referendums. This would 
bring church organizers together and the Americans could 
ratify their own Peace Treaty with the people of Vietnam. He 
stated that May 1 was when Nixon stated there would be another 
troop withdrawal from Vietnam. This was just a token stance. 

May 1 is also the date of the Cambodian invasion by the U.S. 

He stated that May 1 would also be the "Peoples" ultimatum. 

He stated that on May l,"We intend to stop the Government of 
the United States of America." 

Great emphasis was put on collectives by Rennie DAVIS. People 
in groups of five or ten should now organize themselves and 
start getting together $150 to $200. He stated that with 
that they would be able to purchase a car and to remember this 
car requires no insurance. All they had to do on May 3 was 
drive to Shirley Highway and stall their auto. In other words, 
it would break down. There would also be an automobile stall in 
on the main artery going to the CIA building. These demonstrations 
would not be one day demonstrations, but would be a continuous 
on-going thing. The movement intends to paralyze this country. 

At the same time, this movement would coordinate with Asia, Europe, 
Latin American countries and that the North Vietnamese would then 
send out an appeal to So. Vietnam to overthrow the Saigon Government. 
Rennie DAVIS stated that all groups primary focus should be on 
local issues — Examples: sexism, racism, political trials & 
particularly the trial of Angela DAVIS. This was not going and not 
intended to be a one-shot action. 

The next speaker was Doug DOWD. He leaned heavily on the money bit.

"On Sunday afternoon Nov. 22nd there was a mass 
rally for ANGELA DAVIS held at the First Unitarian Church 
which is located at 2936 W. 8th St. The meeting was 
sponsored by the Fellowship for Social Justice Committee in 
conjunction with the United Committee to Free Angela Davis. 
There was a capasity filled hall in the Fritchman Auditorium, 
of the Church and was composed of a well intergrated group 0 
of young & old - Black, Brown and white citizens in smypathy 
with the p'light of Miss DAVIS. The main speaker was one of 
the attorneys - handling the case. Mr. JOHN L. ABT. He 
described the charges etc. against Miss DAVIS & explained the 
necessity of a broad mass "peoples campaign" in conjunction 
with a good legal defense for Miss DAVIS. He told the crowd 
that ANGELA had lost a few pounds but had not lost spirit 
and had sent a letter to be read to the group e where she 
urged continued struggle to free all political prisoners. He 
said that ANGELA was not guilty of the crimes she had been 
indicted of & described her guilt as follows: ANGELA DAVIS 

is guilty of being "a black women, who showed she could make 
it in a "white masculine" America - without bowing down to the 
racist form of traditional type leaders & government bodies 
such as Gov RE AG ON etc. 

"He suggested that letters be sent to Governor 
ROCKEFELLOW . asking that he withdraw the warrant he has 
signed for ANGELA'S return to the State of California. 

"Mrs. SHIRLEY WILLIAMS who is serving as chairman 
of the United Committee to Free Angela Davis appealed to the 
audience to get involved and to get others to help form a 
strong defense committee with at least one million sponsors. 

It was suggested that everyone use their own initiative and 
form committees of all kinds & sizes to fight for ANGELA'S 
freedom. A black movie actor was on stage - he read one of 
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DUNBAR' s poems as ■well as the letter from ANGELA. CORKY 
GONZALES, Chicano friend was present and spoke on behalf of 
the unity & support of the Mexican Community for the DAVIS 
defense. 

"People were urged to sign up for specific 
committees to work on. 

"FRED RINALDO, a member of the L.A. Committee for 
the Defense of the Bill of Rights made -the appeal for the 
collection and urged that pledges be made also. Over

- VIII. Information Concerning: 

1) Attorney JOHN ABT was the main speaker at the Communist party’s 
Free ANGELIA DAVIS rally that was held at the First Unitarian Church of 
11/22/70. Since this is November 22, 1970, it should be noted that this cai= 
is the 7th anniversary of the assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY 
in Dallas, Texas. This factor can be properly noted in this report insofar 
as the alleged assassin of Pres. KENNEDY, LEE H. OSWALD, for whatever reasc. 
when held in custody by Dallas Police after being told that they accused hi; 
of assassinating KENNEDY and Officer JEFFERSON D. TIPPET, apparently con- 
tacted JOHN ABT and asked ABT to represent him in trial court. Neither ABT 
or any of the other speakers at the rally mentioned the assassination of 
President KENNEDY or LEE H. OSWALD today. 

2} This rally that the Communist Party coordinated today is part cf a 
national party effort to free ANGELIA DAVIS. Knowing of JOHN ABT, this re- 
porter wanted to see him for myself. When this reporter arrived at the Firs 
Unitarian Church I was greeted by a comrade selling the Trotskyite Communis 
newspaper THE MILITANT. The Party charged everyone $1.00 to get in. The 
Party had gone to great extent to keep people from sneaking in through oths 
exits or just not paying anything at all. The rally was held in Fritchman 
Auditorium, the main auditorium at the church. The rally commenced mostly c 

- time. Mr. CHRISTIANSON explained that they had to begin as soon as possible 
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SAM KUSHNER 

OSCAR ZETA ACOSTA (aka The Brown Buffalo} 
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since Mr. APT had to catch an early plane out of Los Angeles and hack to 
New York City. 

3) JOHN ABT is an attorney practising law in New England. ABT is about 
45 or 50 years of age. When dressed in a suit ABT looks like any 20-year 
veteran of the EBI or Los Angeles Police Intelligence. CHRISTIANSON, when 
introducing ABT, noted that ABT had worked in the New Beal of President F?JC 
KLIN D. ROOSEVELT and was originally a corporation lawyer. ABT has received 
more hate commentaries for having OSWALD contact him probably than for any- 
thing else he has ever been connected with. ABT is known to be a member of 
the Communist Party* s New England District. ABT stated that he is now re- 
presenting the legalistic interests of ANEGLIA Y. DAVIS. ABT stated that the 
case against ANGELIA DAVIS that has been represented so far by the Californ 
authorities is marked by a lack of evidence against her. ANGELIA DAVIS is 
the former UCLA Philosophy Departmental Instructor and C.P. member who the 
Marin County District Attorney says was involved in the famous gun fight in 
which a judge was killed when black revolutionists tried to free several 
prisoners. Miss DAVIS was arrested by the FBI in New York City after leavin; 
a trail behind her that the FBI picked up in Miami, Fla,, area. ABT stated 
that when Miss DAVIS was being held in New York for unlawful flight Gov. RE. 
GAN sent papers to Gov. ROCKEFELLER requesting that Miss DAVIS be sent back 
to California. He said that these papers are known as an affidavit. He said 
that an affidavit is supposed to contain evidence in extradition cases that, 
the defendant committed a particular crime. He said that Gov. ROCKEFELLER 
had 30 days to rule on the matter. He said that the affidavit that REAGAN 
sent ROCKY had know particular evidence at all in it. He said that ROCKY 
signed it within 24 hours anyway despite its lack of evidence. He then said 
that this showed how the REAGAN-ROCKEFELLER ruling class was after Miss DA~ 
for shaking a black fist at them. He said that the Marin County Grand Jury 
then handed down an indictment against Miss DAVIS and new extradition paper; 
were sent to New York. He said that in the case of an indictment by a Grand 
Jury evidence was not necessary in unlawful flight extradition cases. ABT 
also stated that there are many people in London, Rome and Moscow who are 
supporting ANGELIA DAVIS. This means that the Fabian socialists in London, 
the Communist Party members in Rome and the revisionist neo-Czarist pig 
pseudo-Communists in Moscow are all behind ANBELIA DAVIS. (Most New Leftist; 
describe the USSR Russian Communists by these words, but ABT’s Party member; 
evidently feel that the USSR Russian Communists are the real vanguard of th< 
proletariat). ABT f s comment about Moscow could also mean that the Soviet 
secret service K.G.B. does not feel that Kiss DAVIS or ABT are C.I.A. agent; 
MILES COPELAND of the C.I.A. recently told the L.A. FREE PRESS readers that, 
you should consider why someone like ABT or NIXON says something instead of 
just what they say. ABT's comment also helps to build support behind ANGBLI- 
DAVIS on the part of pro-Moscow Communists who might be hesitant to suppcrr 
someone mixed up with adventurists and sometimes pro-Red Chinese Communists 
and New Leftists. ABT also stated that Miss DAVIS was being hasseled by he: 
treatment in jail. He said that after the FBI caught her, they turned her 
over to the New York prison authorities for working and keeping. He said th 
Miss DAVIS was first put in the psychiatric ward at the City jail, for wone. 
He said that she was often disturbed by a woman screaming at her about the 
evilness of Negroes. He said that when the defense got her out of the nut 
ward, as it is called, she was then given .solitary confinement treatment. 

He said that has since ended, and that now ANGELIA DAVIS is with the other 
prisoners and getting along well with them. ABT said that when she was firs 
being arraigned after her arrest, the black clerk in the Judges courtroom 
grabbed him by the arm after the trial was over and told him that he would 
fix him up with a pass so that he could see his client in the morning. ABT 
said that the girl who writes the passes, who is a Negro, remarked that the 
would not have gone after ANGELIA DAYYS if she had not been a militant. ABT 
said that clerks had never been that nice with him before now. 
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M ABT was not the only main speaker that the Party had. When AST 
left, the Party took up a collection. The Party later reported that they h; 
collected $1800-plus that day, and this apparently includes the money that 
they raised at the door plus other donations and pledges. Actor WILLIAM 
MARSHALL, a Negro, read a letter to the group from Miss DAVIS and put on a 
performance for the comrades that RONALD REAGAN might even be envious of. 
The next speaker on hand was the Castroite revolutionist OSCAR Z. ACOSTA, 
who in turn introduced CORKY GONZALES, who is on trial in Los Angeles for 
certain activities he had performed in the East L.A. riot that was held on 
August 29, 1970, after the peace march and before the peace Sally could get 
underway. 


5) CORKY GONZALESes real name is supposed to be RUD0LPH0 GONZALES. 
GONZALES is linked to the Party through his and the Party’s ties with 7IDEL 
CASTRO or CASTRO’s movement in Cuba. GONZALES attended the rally due to his 
association with ANG2LIA DAVIS. He said that he has met Miss DAVIS in San 
Diego and at UCLA. GONZALES said that there is a revolution in the U.S. to- 
day. He said that the adversaries include the types of people who would rut 
a bullet in his head, and that these people include racist Minutemen and 
pigs. His tone was that he feels that pig stands for punk-idiot-goon instea-: 
of pride-integrity-guts, if you are a local police officer, or patriotism-!: 
telligence-guts , if you are an FBI pig. GONZALES is based in Denver, Col., 
and works with his Crusade for Justice communist front organization. In Coi< 
rode there are probably several hundred Minutemen of one type of another, 
along with Soldiers of the Cross, U.S. Rangers, John Birchers, and NSRPers. 
GONZALES said that his group is part of the network of revolutionists coins 
the dirty w ork. He said that the Communists in this country should gives 
his group(s) more money to help pay for the dirty work being done. He said 
that more participation is needed to from armchair revolutionists. GONZALES 
attacked white people, particularly the white man, in his talk. {AST had 
criticized the white -masculine American too). GONZALES statements indicate 
that he is a nationalist socialist. Unlike HITLER, his nationalism is not 
the white German race but the Mexicans. Like HITLER, GONZALES is a sccialis' 
In the future the fusion of socialism and racial nationalism in GONZALES 
could make him the RUDOLF HESS of the Kexican-American-Chicano movement un- 
less a pig or a Minuteman winds up stopping him before the time comes to 

do teethe police and white people what the Nazis did to the Jews and Gipsie 
The Reds evidently believe that they will rule America by 1980 or it will 
be burned down so badly that nobody will run it. 

6) The Communist network to bring America to its knees evidently in- 
cludes revolutionists like YURI ANDROPOV and COREY GONZALES, and of course 
others in other groups. To save the United States a workable counterinsurge 
cy strategy is going to have to be developed that won’t destroy the basic 
democratic nature of out system. At the high point of the rally, when 
everyone was cheering ABT’s call to free Miss DAVIS and others were calling 
for Marxist revolution, I almost started to cry. I would have not been cry- 
ing for them but for this country.

Fred - spoke of the need to give more than the usual . That all should 
make a point of either giving a day ( or more ) pay e a ch month till Angela 
Davis is freed; or holding meetings or parties of ten, and then getting each 
of the ten to give a party. 

He started the collection off with appeal for any one hundred dollar donations, 
a few moments silence, then a hundred dollar donation brought to the stage by 
one of the ushers, Fred - announced the donor ’ s, names as money ( or checks ) 
brought to the stage . 

Among the donors, one hundred dollars from Lore Pike ( probably sent in, 

Dore Pike, old and not well, is home bound ). 

Bob Large, seated next to Gibson, Dent an envelope to the stage. This donation 
announced as one hundred dollars from anonymous friend , 

The donations called for lower sums, then finally the ushers passed around 
collection baskets for dollar bills and any coins. 

Oscar Acosta made a short speech, referring to the revolution, that it is 
now here. 

Then Corky Gonsales took the speaker's stand. 

Gonsales spoke of the position in the Barrios, of the injustices inflicted 
on the people there ( Mexienn ) by the establishment.

"After film SHERRY or CAROLYN introduced CRIS CEVADA 
as editor of La Causa. 

"He wore a Brown Beret and tan, military type jacket. 

"CEBADA said all the land belongs to the Chicanos. 
That is Nev., Colo., Ariz., N.M. , and Calif. 

"CEBADA stated that there are large numbers of 
Chicanos in Denver, Albuquerque, N.M., Chicago, and many ' 
other cities. 

"He said all Chicanos across the nation and 
Mexicans in northern Mexico should be united in the struggle 
and they are working on such uniting.

South Africa i:s increasing ly. isolated in the international community. Mulder 1 
propaganda presents South Africa as n much-mi :;u i idi.r y tood friend and ally of the 
United States, Europe, and even independent Africa. To cover up hie real interest 
in eliciting western support for.- the racist South African regime, Hu J dor arejucs 
that it is in the interests of. the United States to co-operate with South Africa: 

Mulder say:- : . South Africa's Simons town naval base should be used by .tie United 
States and. RATO for the defense of the sea lanes around the Cape of Good Hope. 

Fact : The sea lanes around Africa can he equally well protected by western forces 

operating from other bates in the Atlantic and the Indian Ocean, which ere far 
closer to any possible zone of conflict, ir: the unlikely event of a conventional 
war on the high seas. South Africa's real concern it not the sealants, but. the 
"strategy of communism to secure world domination" where South Africa it the 
next target. Because, ir. South Africa, anyone who opposes the racism and minor- 
ity rule of the current regime is labelled a "Communist" and is likely to be 
har ratted, detained, banned, and possibly tortured.' 

Wo say: NO MORE VI LI HAMS i THE UNITED STATES MUST LOT BECOME MILITARILY 
COMMITTED ON THE SIDE OK THE MINORITY IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. 


Mulder says: South Africa j s a multinational state in which different 'ethnic 
groups have equal rights and opportunities in their own areas. 

Fact : This policy of "separate development" or Apartheid is the keystone of South 
Africa’s intransigent racist policy. South Africa's African people are not 
citizens in the major part of the land which is reserved for the 17 European 
population. The African "homelands" comprise only 13 T; of the land, and much 
less than 13 t of the natural resources. Three million Africans have been moved 
from their hombs to "their" "bantustans" because of this inhumane policy. Even 
the vast majority of the government-paid "homeland* chiefs reject the homelands 
policy. The bantustans serve as a reservoir of cheap labor for the white economy. 
They arc occupied mostly by women , children and the aged, while the men stay in. 
the" white ; areas" tc work. Starvation, malnutrition, and early childhood deaths 
are widespread. 


We s ay: THE UNITED STATE'S MUST NEVER ACCEPT THIS MYTH. OF POLITICAL FREEfttH IN 
SOUTH AFRICA. THE ONLY ACCEPTABLE SOLUTION IS REAL MAJORITY RULE - A UNIVERSAL 
FRANCHISE FOR ALL SOUTH AFRICANS. 


Mulder says : South .Africa ’ s new "detente" policy offers black Africa a better 
way to achieve progress in independent Africa and in southern Africa. 


Fact : South Africa is acutally becoming more isolated. The imminent independence 
of Mozambique and Angola have radically changed the balance of forces in southern 
Africa, to such an extent that even Prime Minister Vorstcr realizes lie has to pull 
back from Rhodesia and withdraw back to South Africa’s own borders. White South 
Africa does 'not intend to give up its economic privclfije', or its political con- 
trol, without a fight. 

We say : We support the April 19 declaration of the Organization of African Unity: 

" ANY TALK OF DETENTE WITH THE APARTHEID REGIME IS SUCH NONSENSE THAT IT SHOULD

Crime cannot be dismissed as a 
problem of sociology, Gov. Ronald 
Reagan said in remarks prepared for 
delivery this afternoon, warning that 
public officials who fail to take it seri- 
ously are partly to blame for its 
spread. 

“Perhaps the single greatest need 
is a change in attitude, from the per- 
missiveness of the 1960s to a realistic 
approach to crime in the 1970s,” Rea- 
gan told a gathering of law enforce- 
ment officials in Sacramento. 

“Unfortunately, too many people, 
including those holding, public posi- 
tions of responsibility, persist in 
viewing crime as a sociological case 
study rather than an urgent problem 
of public safety.” 

He. said the'public must hold such 
leaders responsible ..for the failure 
to stem the increase. 

Reagan, speaking at a luncheon of 
delegates to his Conference of Crimi- 
nal Justice, said the lax attitude (to- 
ward drugs is an example of the cas- 


of a society which has always cher- 
ished the individual.” 

Reagan said there is a cause- 
and-effect relationship between 
tougher laws and a decrease in crime. 
He said that drunk driving deaths fell 
when the penalties were increased. 
_,“When California toughened the 
penalties for rowdyism on campus 
and provided specific legal tools, the 
campus violence subsided,” he said. 

He also praised the Secret Witness 
program sponsored by The Sacramen- 
to Bee and other news organizations 
in California. 

The governor called for a substi- 
tute for the exclusionary rule of law 
which holds that evidence seized by 
police in violation of a defendant’s 
constitutional rights may not be used 
against him in a tfial. 

The governor laid that the proba- 
tion subsidy pro| ram enacted several 
years ago in California has failed and 
called for its elimination.

Nearly four years ago I was once more "disabled" from my occupation--teaching 
and school administration — by means of a skeleton in my closet that assassinates my 
character. Actually it's Uncle Sam's but it's still officially labeled as mine. 

After several months of thumb-twittling in frustration I found and took menial 
labor as janit<r(assuming that if we don't get what we want, we need to want what we 
get). Physical check-up declared me fit for 10 or 15 mere years of labor. Privately 
to my wife I expressed intentions of beating those figures.- 

The spirit was willing but the flesh of my right shoulder in particular did not 
pass the test (it had been once completely dislocated over 20 years previously in 
basketball. I had been told it would be troublesome the rest of my days.) It clunks 
Beyond limited use it becomes irritated. Over the past three years ‘I've spent many 
tense days and sleepless nights with it — in optimistic hope that nature will reward 
reward effort, that determined exercise will eventually make it strong. But continued 
use made the shoulder and adjoining areas increasingly tense and painful. I was 
forced to consider retirement. 

At the Social Security office one informed me that I'd be entitled 

to about $200/mo. and about $100 apiece for my two children — more precisely $398/moc 

Upon due notice to my employers I made definite application, on the 62 year old 
basis, since my family doctor was unable to "qualify" me for disability which would 
have put me on the 65 year figure immediately. (His x-ray showed no pain nor loose 
clunking nor the tension that develops. On calcium deposits noticeable he offered to 
needle me with cortizone shots as other MD's had done previously — to no avail. In 
the past only chiropractors' massage of tenseness and their ultrasonic breaking up of 
calcium had given me relief ,, MB treatment, beyond that first relocation, has been 
useless as a belch in a gale.

Much has gone thru my mind the past few weeks concerning years bygone and those 
ahead for my children. Will they find their world more trustworthy? Will they be as 

naive as I have been? As of now their future looks less promising despite all 

academic and parental nurture. 

My mother died when I was 8. Father was awfully busy raising wheat and cattle, 
despite a crippled left hand. My two brothers and I grew up like weeds in the wild- 
erness, from standpoint of culture and social finesse. We worked not only long hours 

in the fields but also at housekeeping and cooking besides. 

When the finest grade of hard spring wheat went down to 25 cents/bu. , we learned 
first hand that in America one can go to the poorhouse working himself to death while 
speculators wallow in millions via manipulation of markets. 

And then came the drought and dust storms to wipe our life earnings to less than 
zero. Somehow in the meantime I did become the educated fool of the family. I was 
first to ever get an 8th grade diploma at our rural school. Six years ac student- 
janitor (along with various odd jobs and housekeeping) made it possible for me to 
complete high school, belatedly, and to obtain a B« A. degree in education. 

My first teaching position (Werner, N. Dak. 1935~36) evaporated after one year, 
due to emigration of population via drought and dust storms. 

Assistant Educational Advisorship for a Boston CCC company at Diston, Oregon 
(1936-37) ceased when COG funds -were cut and the camp was disbanded.

The Board of Regents, University of California, 
held a meeting on October 17 and 18, 1968, on the campus 
of the University of California at Santa Cruz (UCSC),

Califo rnia. Governor Ronald Reagan was p resent . a 
~ |student at UCSC Stevenson College, M presented 

three proposals to the Board of Regents! These proposals, 
according to the October 18 , 1968 edition of the ''Santa 
Cruz Sentinel", a newspaper published daily in Santa Cruz, 

. California, were concerned with support for a proposed 
' Malcolm X College at UCSC; that the Regents favor a boycott 
of California table grapes on University* of California campuses; 
and a protest against earlier action by . the Board of Regents 
restricting the number of lectures bv outside sneakers on 
University of California campuses. 


According to Santa Cruz, California Chief of Police 
Geno J. Pini (NA) , Governor Reagan held a press conference at 
the conclusion of the meeting, at which there were 200 to 300 
demonstrators. He advised that the Governor was verbally 
attacked with insults and profanity and at one point was struck 
by an unknown person. He stated that the Governor immediately 
struck back, and when he was asked by Chief Pini if he needed

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} Two weeks ago last Friday the 
i mighty Regents of the University 
j of California decided that El- 
idridge Cleaver could not give a 
^series of ten lectures to students 
in a course for credit. Last Fri- 
day Cleaver spoke to an audience 
of more than 7,000 students in the 
Edwin Pauley Memorial Basket- 
ball Pavilion and before long he 
will have spoken at every. UC 
campus in the state. 

Governor Ronald Reagan 
stirred up a storm of controver- 
sy over Sociology 139X, theclass 
j Cleaver will teach, and forced 
, him before the attention of the 
i media. In reporting his speeches 
j the daily press paid close atten-

tion to Cleaver’s choice of lan-i 
guage, but went out of the way to 
avoid reporting what he said: 
Cleaver’s speech .began; 

“Good afternoon, my fellow hu-' 
man beings. 

“I want to thank those who are 
responsible for inviting me down 
here. I want to thank Mickey 
Mouse Reagan and Donald Duck 
Rafferty for making it possible. 
Before I go any further I want to 
get into this by saying what some 
people don’t want to hear and 
others do not mind: Fuck Ronald 
Reagan, Fuck Ronald Reagan. 

* Here we have a grade B cha- 
racter actor, who swindled his 
way into the governor’s mansion 
by very quietly and very beauti- 
fully parroting the scripts put 
before him by some criminal 
writers from Hollywood or Dis- 
neyland or somewhere funny like 
that. 

“He wants everybody to know 
/£_&pd to behave in the manner pre- 
scribed by our governor. Our 
governor, our lord, our master, 
our leader and teacher — oink. 

“Students at the University of 
California, along with some fa- 
culty members, invited me to 
participate in a series of lec- 
tures. They asked me to deliver' 
ten lectures, t wouldn’t have to 
change what 1 had been saying, 
but perhaps structure it a little 
bit so that it could be moulded 
into a package that could be 
brought off of the streets and 
into the quiet, peaceful halls of 
higher education. 

“You would have thought they 
invited me down there to rape all 
the white girls and kill all the 
white men. Ronald Reagan says ! 
that it’s a disgrace for a man ' 
with my background, a disreputa- 
ble character like myself to be 1 
Invited onto a campus where I 
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might corrupt the morals of ttie 
' youth. I say that Reagan and all 
tj the pigs of the power structure 
if have corrupted the very air that 
we breathe. 

“What we are trying to do js 
save ourselves and perhaps save . 
the world. Rescue this funky, 
corrupt polluted country from the 
death role in- which it has been 
placed by old, decrepit, avari- 
cious, crazy, dizzy, loony, kooky, 
corrupt people who want to rule 
the world, who want to rule the 
people of this country and who 
want to make us believe that they 
own the state of California and 
that they own the people of the 
state of California. They have 
forgotten, that they are nothing 
but public servants, that they owe 
their first duty to the public. 

“They are nothing but public 
servants and they have no right ' 
to impose their dimwitted will 
upon the people. The people don’t 
have to go for it. I’m not gonna 
go for it. 

“I say Ronald Reagan is a punk, 
a sissy and a coward, I challenge 
him to a duel to the death right 
now. He can choose his own wea- 
pons. He can choose a baseball 
bat, a knife, a gun or a marsh- 
mallow. I will beat him to death 
with a marshmallow, cause he’s 
a punk. 

“He’s a coward and he won’t 
do that. He won’t confront that. 
What he does, since he’s the 
Chief Executive of the state of 
California, he turns to the machi- 
nery of oppression beneath him, 
namely to the department ofcor- 
-rections — to the parole officers 
and my parole officer in parti- 
cular and tells them, twists their 
arms to force them (and you 
really don’t have to force THOSE 
pigs) and he gets them to revoke 
h my parole. Just as he twisted 
■;the arms of the courts and ofary 
■Other agency under his control : o 
liget rid of Eldridge Cleaver and 
(send him back to the penitentiary. 
Well I’m. not going. Fuck him in 
his ass. Fuck him. 


“I went to the penitentiary to 
investigate it for you. You might 
. call it a field trip, an extended 
safari and I didn’t like it. During 
the time that I was behind those 
walls I had the pleasure of visit- 
- ing every part of the prison from 
the hospital to solitary confine- 
ment, and I don’t like any of it, 
not even the medicine. 

, “So let him go to the peniten- 
tiary. Let him take his mama to 
the penitentiary. I want to stay 
out here where the people are and 


Tit the penitentiary be for tho. 
pigs, for that’s who belongs in it.’ 

I have been rehabilitated. I am 1 
i|Ot gonna bother no more citi - 
z’ens. All of my hostility, all oi- 
the hatred that I have in my heart, 
all of the bitterness I have in my 
heart — and I have it — is for the 
pigs and the power structure, the 
machinery of oppression and the 
fucked up system that has fucked 
up the world and fucked up our 
Tves, and that we have to deal, 
with for ourselves and for poste- 
rity whether they like it or noti 


> “And it is necessary for us to ; 

, realize that we have three catego- 
v ries of pigs to deal with. First ; 
and foremost, deepest in the pit 1 
of evil, we have the avaricious, 
greedy businessmen, those who 
own the planet Earth, those who 
own the resources in the planet 
Earth, those who own us. 

“ In the second category we have 
the hypocritical, demagogic poli- 
ticians. In the third category we 
have the ignorant, racist pig cops, 
your local police, the gestapo, 
occupying armies, thestrongarm 
forces of the power structure, 
'i-hese are our enemies, broadly ; 
outlined. They have detailed cate- 
gories that we can get into, bu( 
those are our enemies, those are 
the' forces that have to be dealt'- 
with. And we have to start by 
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letting them know that we know 
h that every one of them came oi\t 
I of their mother’s pussy naked and 
| with nothin,’ cry in’ into this world 
j like everybody else. They didn’ t 
come here with any blue chip 
stock pinned to their asses. They 
didn’t come here with any deeds

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STATEMENT OF ASSEMBLYMAN JOHN STULL TO UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA 
BOARD OF REGENTS , BERKELEY, CALIFORNIA, FEBRUARY 20, 1969 


RE: MARCUSE AND McGILL 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Thank you for granting me the 5 privilege of appearing before 
you. My request to come was prompted by the crises brought about 
by UCSD Chancellor William McGill's decision to rehire Dr. Herbert 
Marcuse. Admittedly, I have come in the hope that some words I 
say will influence you to veto this decision and use your power 
to prevent like disasters from occuring in the future. 

Now, disaster is a strong word but, in the context of the 
times in which we live, when the campus is being rapidly converted 
to a battleground, I doubt if the term is overdrawn. The world 
over. University campuses are being used as revolutionary launch- 
ing pads. This is not merely the hysterical opinion of one Assembly- 
man. It is a grim fact of life attested to by every issue of every 
current newspaper and on every newscast. Within -the year, in Mexico, 
students took to trenches around the National University; in France 
students started a sequence of events that nearly toppled the govern- 
ment; in Japan, students engaged in a pyrotechnic rampage of appall- 
ing proportions; and so on, around the globe. 

Our own battlefields are well known--among others, Columbia, 
Duke, the University of Wisconsin, and, to our sorrow, California. 

In every case, demands (some legitimate, some not) are accompanied 
by intimidation and violence by those who are, as has been said, 
quick to claim 'rights,' yet refuse to grant them; who worship 
dissent, yet tolerate none; and v/ho, by the weapon of mass inter- 
ference, impose their own brand of censorship. 
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Thus, events force us to look at this situation squarely 
and ask ourselves what are our responsibilities? What is your 
responsibility as Regents? What is my responsibility as a legis- 
lator? Our responsibility is the same. We must find out why the 
measures taken have not improved the campus situation. There is 
a simple answer, and I believe it is because they were not the 
right measures. Almost consistently, symptoms have received treat- 
ment, not the disease itself. Incredibly, the measures taken have 
first, generally ignored the fact that catise has effect (which, if 
you will pardon the expression, Emerson called "the chancellors of 
God") . Second, blithly sidestepped the notion that ideas can have 
consequences, and third, that somebody is' responsible for actions. 
Again, if you will excuse the expression, there has been little or 
no "relating." The case of Marcuse is a prime example. 

On the one hand, the so-called New Left worships Marcuse 

as part of its trinity. "Marx, Marcuse, and Mao" is the battle 

cry and wherever Marcuse goes, trouble follows. Marcuse is no man 

of mystery. He has made no secret of what he believes either in 

his writing or in his speeches. And, unfortunately, there are those 

who mistake this visibility for his being the less dangerous.

Late last year, Marcuse shared a New Left platform in New 

York with black revolutionary, H. Rap Brown; S.D.S. Leader Carl 

Ogilve; folk singer Pete Seeger; and William Rose, acting general

manager of the national radical newspaper. Guardian . On this occasion, 
Marcuse called for the sabotage of U. S. society and told the leftists 
to develop political guerrilla forces. He said small local groups, 
operating independently of each other, can encourage political fer- 
ment and can associate themselves with restless students, racial 
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disorders and other disturbances to foster what he calls "true 
socialist traditions." These traditions, he said, are being built 
in Communist Cuba, Communist China, and in Vietnam. 

During a panel discussion of Columbia University riots, Mar- 
cuse said his definition of democracy included the "forcible 
occupation of buildings and the invasion of private property as a 
part of the democratic process." 

In a book called "A Critique of Pure Tolerance, " Marcuse says 
that people confused about politics don't really knowhow to use 
freedom of speech correctly — turning such freedom into "an instru- 
ment for absolving servitude," so that "that which is radically evil 
now appears as good." They employ their freedom for improper purposes. 
Having established this premise, Marcuse recommends "the withdrawal 
of toleration of speech and assembly from groups and movements which 
promote aggressive policies, armament, chauvinism, racial and 
religious discrimination, or which oppose the extension of public 
services." He says that the correct political attitude is one of 
"intolerance against movements from the right and toleration of 
movements from the left." He proposes, in short, leftwing dictator- 
ship. 


And along these lines, he has made a case for what he terms 
"socially useful destructiveness." This thesis is expressed in his 
book, "One Dimensional Man.” Here he abandons the proletariat as 
the medium for the desired social upheaval and instead, finds much 
promise in students and the "oppressed" minorities. And what would 
come after the revolution? Marcuse says it will be ruled by an 
elite and majority rule would be replaced by the "morality" of a 
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presumably infallible minority. So it goes, almost endlessly. 

All this notwithstanding, on the other hand, we are told 
by Chancellor McGill that Marcuse has been rehired because he is 
an eminent scholar, he is one of the leading philosophers in the 
world today, and "was not found to be subversive." With no comment 
on the possible criteria used in reaching these conclusions, we find 
a form of schizophrenia imposed on Marcuse. What they say he does 
on campus is separated from what he is . 

The community is asked to believe that Marcuse's mere pres- 
ence is not a revolutionary factor; that his clarion call to arms 
for the destruction of the Republic has no bearing on whether he 
is on the payroll of the state; that what he does in the classroom 
is not related to what he does out of it. I maintain that it is 
not possible to separate Marcuse the teacher from Marcuse the 
revolutionary. The weird reasoning that tries to separate him from 
what he is, is tantamount to saying Jack the Ripper makes a neat 
incision and this is more important than the fact he is a murderer. 
Ergo, the thing to consider in giving the Ripper a job is that he 
makes a neat incision. 

Marcuse is a cause. 

Campus violence is an effect. 

It is nothing short of delusion to think otherwise and in 
this given situation, this is an expensive delusion. 

Therefore, most seriously, I ask you not to renew Marcuse's 
contract. And, because his action regarding rehiring Marcuse, 
makes him an accessory before the fact of further campus violence, 

I ask you to relieve William McGill as Chancellor of the University 
of California. At this point, we cannot tolerate those who advocate 
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violence such as Marcuse nor those such as McGill who underwrite it. 
None of this is occurring in a vacuum. Responsibility for disorder 
can and must be fixed or it will never be eliminated. 

The argument is advanced that a philosophical balance in the 
departments will eliminate the threat of Marcuse. I can only say 
that although balance is desirable and possible in some cases, Marcuse 
is a star and he cannot be balanced by the cast, whoever they are. 

I also maintain that the issues of academic freedom and freedom of 
speech do not apply here as no society is required to finance its 
own destruction. 

Nothing less than the fate of the university itself is at 
stake because, obviously, it cannot long endure with this continuing 
pressure both from within and without. The increasing violence and 
disorder within will inevitably be met by a public without, who, one 
way or another, will simply choke off funds or resort to other drastic 
steps. Then, this magnificent university system which has been a 
hundred years a-building will wither and die. This in no sense is 
a threat. It is simply an obvious conclusion. 

What Marcuse contemptuously calls "reactionary political 
pressure" is not otherwise than the will of the people of California. 
Make no mistake — the will of the people is not to employ persons who 
seek to replace this Republic with a dictatorship, such as Marcuse 
advocates. Nor do the people, as I said before, crave to finance 
their own destruction, even, if in some quarters, its architect, is 
considered an eminent philosopher. The people also know that what 
is happening on the campus today can spill out into all of our lives 
tomorrow and our way of life will be gone. 
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In a speech made by President Howard R. Bowen, president of 
my alma mater, the University of Iowa, he quoted recently, "When 
liberty destroys order, the hunger for order will destroy liberty." 
He continued, "The eventual outcome of our strife in the cities and 
on the campuses of the nation, if it does not abate, will be some 
form of facism." 

A dictatorship is exactly what Marcuse wants. I do not. 

I cannot support any blueprint for change which potentially includes 
bullets as a method. We have ballots for effecting change. I urge 
you to act to remove the threats I have enumerated from our system.

The UCSD quad between classes. Science, boys and pressure predominate. 
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have to find out what this 
mysterious outfit with the 
merging cadres is about, so, 
once more, I ask what the 
organization stands for. 

Tuesday the 9th, answers 
the boy, was the date of 
Martin Luther King’s death: 
“TNC symbolizes the death 
of nonviolence. We’re most- 
ly white, organized in cadres 
to fight racism.” 

With violence, I wonder, or 
with nonviolence? 

“Depends who you’re talk- 
ing to,” he says. “Like I’m 
interested in what we accom- 
plish, not necessarily how we 
do what we have to do. Other 
people are hung up on the 
idea that you can only honor 
King’s memory by honoring 
nonviolent means. And then 
we have guys who say non- 
violence died with the man 
and only force is gonna work 
in the future. Hell, we get 
pretty confused but we’re the 
biggest activist outfit on this 
campus. About 300 stu- 
dents.” 

The Personal Circus is 
UCSD’s self-discovery outfit, 
started by students. Last 
year, sophomore Tuck "Don- 
nelly went up to the Esalen 
Institute at Bi g S ur and cape 
back to AtlantisHall with his 
psyche full of encounter 
groups and body awareness 
sessions and sensitivity mar- 
athons. He wanted to bring 
awareness techniques to the 
campus, as a way of showing 
other students that you find 
expanded consciousness in 
yourself and not in drugs. 

Meanwhile, Donnelly’s 
friends — Tom Peifer, Jim 
Miner and Barry Wayne — 
had decided they were tired 
of talking politics and wanted 
to try other ways of under- 
standing their world. “I was 
in this strong political bag,” 
remembers mustached Jim 
Miner, sitting with his col- 
leagues and me in an Atlantis 
lounge. “I wasn’t getting 
anything out of it except 
tensions. Some brought on by 
the system, sure. But some 
tensions were really self- 
repressions.” 

“Right,” says blond Tom 
Peifer, who has the smile and 
the gestures of a cheerleader. 
“The trouble with overthrow- 
ing a political system is that 
you have to get into the same 
kind of organizations, meet- 
ings, dumb bureaucracy — the 
same kind of crap you’re 
busy trying to overthrow.” 

The Personal Circus started 
informally, unofficially, with 
occasional encounter groups 



in dorm lounges. This year, 
in order to accommodate 
more applicants and have a 
regular meeting place, the 
founders decided to register 
the Circus with the adminis- 
tration. 

That’s when the trouble 
started. The dean of students 
threw them out. Donnelly 
figures the dean thought 
Personal Circus was a fancy 
name for free love or free 
pot. Their application didn’t 
do anything to reassure the 
authorities. Where the form 
said PURPOSE, Personal 
Circus leaders wrote, “Hap- 
piness in human feelings.” 
Where the form called for 
ACTIVITIES, they filled in, 
“Varied.” 

“We really didn’t know 
how to approach them,” says 
Peifer. “One of our ideas was 
to get started as a language 
club — you know, nonverbal 
communication. But it’s al- 
most impossible to describe 
an awareness group.” 

“You have to be there,” 
says Miner. “Otherwise you 
wind up talking about what 
we hope to avoid. We have a 
high rate of dropouts here 
—and we have-a-high rate of- 
drug use. There are people on 
this campus who drop out or 
take drhgs to keep from 
having nervous breakdowns. 
The Circus was the only thing 
that helped the headache I 
had all last year.” 

“We’re trying to offer a 
third alternative,” says Barry 
Wayne. “Dropping out and 
drugs both come from stress. 
We figure this is a better way 
to relax and discover yourself 
within the pressures of the 
place.” 

Having failed once, the 
Personal Circus petitioned 
the administration with more 
than 100 signatures. Mem- 
bers promised not to play 
therapists and they went to 
the faculty for support and 
guidance. Along with the 
second effort came an im- 
plied threat: if the school * 
would not register the Circus, 
then it would meet anyway, 
underground, without formal 
permission. The administra- 
tion has agreed to send an 
observer to the next meeting. 

“But can they really un- 
derstand what we’re trying to 
do?” asks one of the mem- 
bers. 

“I dunno,” answers Tom 
Peifer. “Look at the trouble 
we’re having at our ages. It’s 
pretty difficult to cure 18 
years of mind screw.” 

“I know,” says a boy in a 
cowboy hat. “Personal Circus 
replaces what people lose 
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All is supermodern including the Natorium. 

secretary who calls Marcuse’s secretary who 
promises to check with the professor himself. 
Back through the same chain comes the 
message: yes. But I will have to pick up a 
special pass at Marcuse’s office first. The doors 
to the lecture hal! are monitored. 

Marcuse’s office is above the campus library, 
light and airy and staffed by an attractive blond 
secretary. No place to conduct conspiracies. 

My pass is a green pie.ce of paper with purple 
print, hand-lettered in blue. Lettered is my 
name and the underline d phrase. ONE-TI ME 
'CNLY. As l tSterlc fis secretary, in walks a 
slightly-stooped, gray-haired sparrow of a man 
who starts to pour himself a cup of coffee from 
an urn in the comer. The secretary smiles at me 
and nods at him, meaning Dr. Marcuse is 
among us. When he turns to face her with his 
coffee, she introduces me. 

We shake hands, and he asks if I have any 
“devices” with me. I have no idea what he 
means but I open my briefcase so that he can 
look inside where there are only pads and 
pencils. He explains that he meant recording 
equipment. And then, in a soft, paternal voice 
he apologizes. He is embarrassed for having 
asked and I am embarrassed too. 

His course called “The Present Age” meets in 
The basement of the Humanities Building. 
Indeed, there are graduate student guards at the 
doors of the 250-seat auditorium and I must 
flash my ONE-TIME ONLY pass at them to 
enter. 

The room is fan-shaped and full. An 
American flag stands behind the lectern. The 
students are predominantly freshmen, mostly 
clean cutters by the lengths of hair and skirts. 
Dr. Marcuse comes in a few minutes after the 
hour and his first remark is a request: “Would 
you please not smoke in this room. There have 
been many complaints. So repress. Repress.” 
He rolls his “R’s” and the students giggle over 
repression while the philosopher wipes his 
glasses. The kids lean forward, expectantly. 

Today's lecture is basic Freud, all about 
man’s instinctive need for pleasure versus 
civilization’s restraint and repression of plea- 
sure. Marcuse walks as he talks, constantly 
taking off his glasses and wiping them. He is 
cordial enough but hardly rousing as he 
describes the primal horde and goes on to define 
ego, id and superego.

Time to fife and time to sleep in the quad. 

From time to time, says Marcuse, the 
primordial force breaks through the repressions 
of civilization; sons may band together, as in the 
primal horde, to revolt against the father. 
Witness the generation gap. 

The pimpled boy next to me snickers. I scowl 
at him. He looks surprised and turns to his 
notes. At last I have intimidated a student. 

Marcuse continues: man’s basic drives are sex 
and aggression. Both are in constant antago- 
nism. There is no such thing as a self- 
preservation instinct; the need for pleasure 
supercedes self-preservation. Then, still using 
the same mild tone, still wiping his glasses, 
Marcuse concludes, “Aggression in man must 
sooner or later destroy him — as we shall see 
next time.” 

The guru of the revolution is a gentle, 
repressed personality, I realize. Certainly less 
aggressive than his critics. 

I walk out of Humanities into the plaza just 
before noon. The TNC — Tuesday Ninth 
Committee — table is in its usual place, this time 
manned by a student in frayed buckskin. I still

The environment is one of pressure. 
It's primarily a science school 
and study loads are heavy. Most 
students live on campus, with uneasy 
La Jolla nearby. They 
communicate with signs, and search 
for purpose through chemicals, 
revolutionary thought, religion and 
something called the Personal Circus. 
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Stones played against the Jimi Hendrix 
Experience who played against the Mothers of 
Invention. There was one second-story window 
with Bach behind it, but you had to stand right 
underneath to hear it. 

This campus seemed to live by signals, a giant

I walked onto the UC San Diego campus and 
immediately saw larger-than-life faces of folk 
.celebrities staring down at me: Bob Dylan, W. 
C. Fields, Che Guevara, Sophia Loren. They 
were pasted on high-rise dormitory windows, 
sharing glass space with other posters, bumper 
strips, cutouts, collages and tempera paintings. 

A nude in shocking pink was painted into a 
window as if she were sitting on its sill. A 
political message read: “Citizens for Boysenber- 
ry Jam.” Another window said: “God bless the 
pill.” An eloquent sign language flourishes all 
over the University of California, San Diego 
branch. It flashes from bulletin boards and 
kiosks. It shrieks between buildings. 

The sign language permits Argo Hall for men 
to communicate with Blake Hall for women — 
the facing windows of the two large dormitories 
are dressed in social comment instead of 
curtains. 

I walked through the Argo-Blake message 
center onto the main campus plaza, an open 
space the size of a city block surrounded by 
massive modem architecture. There was a solid 
geometry of classroom buildings to the north 
and east; a big library-humanities building to 
the south, complete with ramps and concrete- 
lined moat; residence halls to the west. It was 
powerful and formal and, at mid-morning, 
almost completely empty. I felt like the only 
character in a modem version of Last Year at 
Marienbad — dwarfed by pattern and perspec- 
tive. 

I could hear high fidelity rock from several 
dormitory rooms at a time; it was louder-than- 
life background music for the outsized faces in 
the windows. At six-story Argo, the Rolling 


M found other symbolic signs of campus life by 
going indoors. I almost stepped on a spaghetti- 
haired boy at Atlantis, one of six low-rise 
residence halls behind Argo. He was; sprawled 
on thfc^floor of a student lounge. : ^fetewas 
studying while connected to a large headset 
which was attached to a wire which led through 
a doorway to a phonograph playing in his room. 
The plugged-in man. 

I apologized. “S’okay,” he said. “I can’t study 
if there’s.quiet.” 

I didn't see any residents in the De Anza Hall 
lounge but there were two notices on the 
blackboard: “Will the individual(s) who’ has 
(have) been terrorizing this bulletin board con- 
tact Don Betts in Rm. 406 before he contacts 
you?” Just under that threat, in a different 
handwriting, came a very lewd but very funny 
suggestion for Betts. 

I looked up Dana Pippin at Argo Hall. He’s a 
clear-eyed, clean-chinned freshman from Los 
Angeles whose parents are friends of mine. 
Pippin showed me his room, a cubicle hardly 
larger than a walk-in closet. Three beds 
crammed the walls, a single decker and a 
double-decker, with aisle-space in between. The 
lower bunk had drapes all- around it like a 
pull man berth. 

“It’s the school work,” explained Pippin. “My 
roommate wants the privacy. I have another 
friend who’s a biology major; he has to stay up 
all night every two nights just to keep up with 
the workload. This place is very tough and, as 
you can see, it’s very crowded.” 

I talked to some more students and heard 
them agree: UCSD is a place of pressure. 

The environment is one pressure. This five- 
year-old university grows atop 1,000 acres 
across Torrey Pines Mesa, overlooking the 
Pacific and the town of La Jolla. The ocean is 
handy for surfing and sailing but the community 
— full of rich people and retired people — is 
sometimes hostile to students in its midst. “This 
neighborhood,” complained one boy wearing 
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surplus military clothing from three different^ ^ 
services, “is upper rent, upper class and upper ~ 
tight.” 

Before the school came to La Jolla, liberals - 
were a tiny minority, Jews were a rarity and 
Negroes were servants. Slowly, and not without 
pain on both sides, that’s changing. But students 
who might prefer town can’t afford the 

rentals, so therfi^RhCe halls are packed — 
more by necessity than choice. 

The academic program is another pressure. 
Revelle College, the first of UCSD’s undergra- 
duate schools, has a science-oriented curricu- 
lum and the administration assumes Revelle 
students are preparing for graduate work. Muir 
College, the second campus, is more inclined 
toward the humanities but insists on year-long 
sequences in math and the sciences. 

UCSD is primarily a male preserve because it 
is science-strong. Boys outnumber girls by 
about two to one. This produces yet another 
pressure, according to a student I met while 
both of us were studying “rides-wanted” notices 
on the bulletin board in the cafeteria lobby. I — 
asked him about the social life and he told me ' 
about the drug life without first asking my 
business. k 

“Not much social life,” said the boy whose 
sharp nose contrasted with his rococo side- : 
bums. “I think we probably have more speed 
freaks (methedrine users) than most campuses 
because there’s so goddam much work and so 
few girls. At 2 a.m., you can see people flying - 
and freaking out on the plaza, after they’ve 
finished studying and don’t know what else to , 
do. You teach here?” 

“No, I don’t teach,” ptold him. I said I was 
doing research and pointed out that drugs 

through the cafeteria line, “but what you have 
to understand is that people around here are 
controlled. Even the freaking is controlled. We r 
use drugs as tools now instead of letting drugs 
use us. A science school doesn’t riot. It studies. 

For some guys, drugs may be like getting drunk 
on Friday night. For other guys, drugs are ^ 
another way to do our research. We figure 
classes are only one place to team; we’re also * 
studying things like life style, religion and: j 
revolution — kind of all at once.” He stopped his 
tray. “Hey, if you’re gonna get to know this 
place, you ought to hear Marcuse.” 

I told him I intended to hear Marcuse. After 
lunch 1 crossed the Revelle Commons to notic e 
another window message: “Don't spit in the 
soup — we’ve all got to eat.” 

This is the day Herbert Marcuse’s undergra- 
duate class meets. Marcuse is the most 
controversial philosopher in California, the 
synthesizer of Freud and Marx whose books 
have become working manuals for American _ 
student revolutionaries. Marcuse has been the 
target of the San Diego press, the American 
Legion, the La Jolla rightists and conservative 
politicians; they all want to have him fired. 
They all keep applying pressure on the UCSD 1 
administration and the Board of Regents. y 

So when I ask a UCSD information executive / 
where to find this besieged celebrity, he 1 
hesitates. Then he reminds me that Marcuse has 
received death threats. 

I know that, I say, but my interest is"—® 
academic. 

The information man says he understands but 
he’s not sure Marcuse will; the press hasn’t 
helped the situation any. The executive calls his * 
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being here.” 

Dr. Mandler interrupts: 
“Well, if the basic values 
come from man, then is there 
any positive meaning to life?” 

A boy with basset-hound 
eyes answers: “Sure, just to 
stand up and be able to say 
my life has no meaning 
means something. That’s an 
affirmation.” 

I sit there listening to the 
students bring a theological 
discussion right down to the 
level of their own confusions 
and I wonder how many 
parents have any idea these 
arguments cross their kids’ 
skulls. And I wonder how 
many adults would want to 
grapple with themselves the 
same way. 

A boy with huge horn-rim 
glasses complicates this se- 
minar still further: “I think it 
was Kierkegaard who 
claimed dread is the possibili- 
ty of freedom. Then dread 
could shove you away from 
faith toward suicide, when 
possibility and freedom and 
non-being kind of all become 
the same thing.” 

“The basic anxiety,” sug- 
gests Dr. Mandler, “may be 
the awareness of non-being.” 
She goes on to say that Freud 
thought neurotic people were 
more creative while Tillich 
wrote that neurotic people 
tend to be narrow and timid. 

“Well,” says the basset- 
eyed boy, “it’s sort of both. 
When I feel everything is 
closing in on me. I’m under a 
neurotic pressure and I have 
to write something. But when

I’m free and I’m sitting on a 
mountain, I just feel let it 
come. In the first case I’ll try 
to create something related to 
the way I feel. And in the 
second case I may do some 
thing really new and beauti- 
ful.” 

“But in order to create 
something new,” says one of 
the girls, “you have to negate 
something that’s gone be- 
fore.” 

“No,” answers the boy. 
“See, I’m up there on that 
mountain and then I’m the 
first human being who ever 
lived and I look at the sun 
and I say that’s the sun and 


says. 

As this class ends I re- 
member the window of Blake 
Hall which says, “Being is 
dying by loving.” I suppose 
this means non-being is dying 
without loving and then I also 
remember Marcuse quoting 
Richard Wagner, “The only 
real fulfillment of love is 
death.” 

The Sociology of Every- 
day Life” convenes in a 
nearby hut and I wander over 
to see whether students can 
turn the everyday into the 
cosmic as quickly as they 
brought the cosmic down to 
everyday. 

But this is an entirely 
different physical setup: lar- 
ger classroom, ordered rows 
of chairs, some 50 students. 
This is a lecture. And al- 
though the subject is interest- 
ing enough and the instructor 
is lucid enough, there are 
four students sleeping before 
the class is 20 minutes old. 

The lecturer pays no atten- 
tion to them. He contrasts the 
middle and lower classes, 
saying that middle people 
tend to live interior lives in 
private settings, whereas poor 
people tend to take to the 
streets. For many lower-class 
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their turf and their private 
preserve, which often leads to 
conflict with the police who 
think of a street as a public 
setting. 

A girl in front of me sleeps 
with her head cradled in her 
arms and even as I try to 
concentrate on the lecture. 
I’m fascinated to see her back 
as a flag of four colors: hiked 
up green sweater, pale skin, 
pink underpants showing 
above a hiked down pair of 
brown slacks. Sleepers are 
themselves a distraction and I 
find myself beginning to 
agree with the students who 
scream for participation in 
the learning process. 

The instructor winds up 
with a discussion of private 
morality versus public mora- 
lity, marijuana being an 
example. Many people who 
smoke pot, says the lecturer, 
privately believe it to be 
harmless and pleasurable. 
But they play safe and smoke 
secretly because there’s still a 
law against marijuana. So 
public morality, which is the 
law, often outlives its useful- 
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hut, across the old Marine 
base, over the pedestrian 
bridge above Gilman Drive, 
and into the Revelle campus 
— about 10 minutes walking 
time. While I eavesdrop, they 
discuss the chemical proper- 
ties of pot compared to more 
dangerous drugs. It’s interest- 
ing but beyond me. So I leave 
them in the lobby of the 
Undergraduate Sciences 
Building, where there’s yet 
another sign of these college 
times: “Under graduates 

wanted to do dull tasks in 
psychological experiment — 
$1.67 per hour.” 

The campus is quiet and 
quite beautiful at night. 
Lights warm the insides of 
the buildings and darkness 
softens the hard corners of 
their exteriors. On the grass 
next to the plaza, a boy and a 
girl wrestle with a collie and 
then wrestle, laughing, with 
each other while the dog 
barks. A steady stream, al- 
most a processional, of other 
kids go into the library. 

The added attractions for 
this night include an old 

campus Coffee Hut, a visiting 
radical speaker from UC 
^^^&v^d.a^tud eot -fac^- 

I choose the, s^hdcnt-faculty 
Session in the ScieBfeeJJuild- 
ing and take a seat on tfret|ar 
aisle of a lecture hall. Student' 
Activist Mike Brown, an 
extremely bright boy who 
hides under a black floppy 
hat and black flowing beard,

has told me that sometimes as 
few as 15 people show up for 
these things. Usually almost 
half of them are faculty; 
professors, too, are curious 
about this student generation. 

Nearly 50 people appear 
this time, making it a success, 
but causing immediate proce- 
dural confusion. There are 10 
professors in the room and 
almost every one of them 
seems to have a suggestion — 
on framing an agenda, on 
changing rooms, on breaking 
up into smaller groups. 

A student complains that 
this is typical faculty deci- 
siveness. Everybody laughs 
but the older men laugh more 
nervously. 

The consensus is to split 
into sections of about 10 
people, with at least two 
professors attached to each. I 
tag along behind a group that 


decides to shop, for an open 
lounge in Argo. We ride the 
elevator up the high-rise 
dormitory and I think back 
20 years to when I used to 
have to wait to be invited to 
see a professor after regular 
school hours. Here the teach- 
ers are coming to the stu- 
dents, wanting to be wanted. 

We find a lounge and most 
of the people, faculty includ- 
ed, sit on the floor. A student 
charges that the faculty is the 
most powerful population at 
a university and he wants to 
know why the faculty hasn’t 
used that power to push for 
change. 

If that means power to 
move to the left, answers a 
professor, then that’s what’s 
happening. “The period of 
appeasing the Regents,” he 
says, “seems to be at an end." 

Then would the faculty 
strike, asks a student, if the 
situation here ever became as 
repressive as, say, San Fran- 
cisco State? 

“I suspect,” answers a 
second professor, “that the 
more radical faculty mem- 
bers are Jtfce y ounger ones —

come to striking, quitting, or 
an <f^esiab - 
lishni^rtt StdcTr think tlieii?? 

saving here 
at this campus, and I’d hate 
to see us ever reach^jyj, 
• impasse where this university 
loses k§ opacity for open 
inquiry because either repres- 
sion or revolution has closed 
us down.” 

“Okay,” answers a student, 
“but if the university really is 
a forum for open inquiry, 
then it seems that the worth- 
while discussions and ideas 
happen outside the class- 
room. That’s wrong. We 
want to use what we are 
learning and apply it to the 
community and ourselves.” 

The professors nod. And I 
realize that even under the 
pressures here the students 
are doing exactly that. They 
are doing their things and 
influencing our things and 
dragging all of us along with 
them. 

The students are already 
changing this world. They 
talk about it while they do it 
and at UCSD they even post 
notices about it. 

On the way off the campus 
I took one last look at the 
residence hall complex. 
There was a window I hadn’t 
stared at before. “Sex before 
finals,” it said. Just one more 
outside experiment before 
academic judgment day. <%-•

Reagan's office, State of California, came by my office at 9:15 a. m. this 
morning. _____ 

^ Mr. Ellingwood stated; that Governor Reagan has no oppor- 

j tunity to outright dismiss eight chancellors of state educational institutions 
1 who are more or less palliative in their handling of the Students for a 
* Democratic Society and extremist elements. The Governor merely sits 
as one member of a 24-man Board of Regents governing these institutions. 
Consideration has been given to requesting the state legislature to pass bills 
calling for the dismissal of the eight chancellors, however, this is deemed 
politically unwise. 

Mr. Ellingwood also indicated that the California State Supreme 
Court has been worse than the U. S. Supreme Court insofar as favoritism 
towards these groups is concerned. He pointed out that Chief Justice 
| Trainor will retire early next year and Governor Reagan plans to appoint 
a conservative. Later on other retirements will occur which will cause 
a better balance towards conservatism in the State Supreme Court. 

Mr. Ellingwood stated that Governor Reagan is dedicated to the 
i destruction of disruptive elements on California college campuses. The 
[state government will attack these groups through several methods. (1) By 
.hounding the groups as much as possible by bringing any form of violation 
I available against them. He cited as an example that if any of these groups 

I has a bookstore on campus they .• will bring building code violations against 
them. He also indicated that he hopes to. bring to the attention of the Federal 
Government possible Federal violations.; In this instance he cited the fact 
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|that U. S. Attorney Cecil Poole, San Francisco, is of no help whatsoever to 
|the state government and, as a matter of fact, refuses to be of any cooperation 

[ in the fight against these groups. Mr. JBllingwood at this point also referred 
to the fact that he and Governor Reagan planned to call on Department of Justice 
officials today in the hope of having the Civil Rights Division move against 
those elements which disrupted the peaceful pursuit of studies by right-thinking 

I students. (2) Mr. Ellingwood spoke of the possibility of referring tax 
violations both to the Internal Revenue Service of the State of California and 
to the Federal Internal Revenue Service. He asked if the FBI had referred 
such matters to Internal Revenue. I answered in the affirmative, stating that 
each time violations or potential violations came to our attention we naturally 
disseminated such information to the Internal Revenue Service. (3) A psycho- 
logical warfare campaign. In this connection Mr. Ellingwood indicated that he 
plans to confer with Department of Defense officials today to get ideas from 
those individuals as to how to conduct campaigns of this nature. I told him 
that we were well aware of such potentials. 

I outlined briefly for Mr. Ellingwood the type of investigations 
carried on by the FBI, the progress we had made in this field, and the 
tremendous accumulation of evidence we had furnished the Department of Justice. 

Mr. Ellingwood told me he did not plan to confer with Secretary 
Finch of Health, Education and Welfare or with any officials of Health, Education 
and Welfare inasmuch as he considered this agency to be deplorable in its 
favoritism towards the Students for a Democratic Society and extremist 
elements. I told Mr. Ellingwood that we, of course, would have no comment 
concerning the handling of such matters by any Federal agency, however, we 
were dismayed last week when one of our officials had accepted an invitation 
to speak before the top-level executives of Health, Education and Welfare only 
to find that there were approximately 20 disruptive individuals attempting to 
break up this meeting. I stated these were summer employees of Health, 

Education and Welfare. 





. Mr. Ellingwood asked me regarding the possibility of Federal courts 

I placing travel restrictions on leaders of the Students for a Democratic Society 

I and extremist groups. I told him I would not be too encouraged in this regard 
in view of the travels ol | | and a number of other individuals who, 

while under indictment, had been allowed to travel freely about the country. 

I told him also of the individual under indictment who was being allowed by a 
Federal judge to travel to Hanoi and participate in an exchange of prisoners. 
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Re: Herbert Ellingwood 



Mr. Ellingwood asked if the FBI could be of any assistance in 
furnishing Governor Reagan items of intelligence so that assistance could be 
offered in the California fight against these groups. I told Mr. Ellingwood 
that we of course were bound by Executive Order insofar as dissemiration 
of intelligence is concerned, however, in a number of instances Mr. Hoover 
had permitted our Special Agent in Charge, John Williams, Sacramento, to 
informally discuss matters with the Governor and his top assistants. I stated 
that we, of course, must consider each request on an individual basis and 
that when SAC Williams received a request for assistance from Governor 
Reagan, he would forward this request for consideration to FBI Headquarters 
in Washington, D. C. I told Mr. Ellingwood further that his request would 
of course be made known to the Director and if the Director had any different 
ideas, we would let him know. 


Mr. Ellingwood was most commendatory concerning the Director 
and the FBI, and he spoke of Governor Reagan’s admiration for the Director. 

Mr. Ellingwood left with me a "white paper" prepared by his office and 
submitted to Governor Reagan. This concerns the confrontation at the "People’s 
Park" at Berkeley, California.

Eisenhower College Fund Raising Dinner 
Washington, D. C., October 14, 1969 


The memory of a man we hold in high esteem and for whom we 
have a great personal warmth and affection has brought us all 
together here tonight. At the groundbreaking for Eisenhower College, 
Bob Hope called the school a monument... a living monument to a 
monumental man. He said the General believed that education was 

something more than one of freedom's blessings education was 

freedom. .. freedom of the mind to search for, and find, a better way 
of life for all mankind. 

And, the General's great and good friend, Winston Churchill, 
said: "The destiny of man is not measured by material computation. 
When great forces are on the move in the world, we learn we are 
spirits, not animals. There is something going on in time and 
space— and beyond time and space — which, whether we like it or not, 
spells beauty." How appropriate these words are to this man we 
could refer to as President or General, but who is enshrined in all 
of our hearts, and so many millions more, as just "Ike." 

His lifetime was devoted to duty. In expressing his pride in 
this college he said we must, all of us, have a sharper understanding 
of how we are to exercise the rights of citizenship, and to discharge 
its duties. He was trained in the science of war. But, he called 
it "man's greatest stupidity." And his dream for all mankind was a 


world at peace

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Still, he knew that his craft and his profession were absolutely 
necessary in this world. For there is a price on peace, and some- 
times that price is more than free men can pay. 

There is also one with us here tonight /the president/ who knows 
the weight of duty. He too knows that the price for an immediate 
peace could well be a thousand years of darkness for generations 
yet unborn. 

There are parades held today in our streets in the name of peace. 
But, some who march in those parades carry the flag of a nation that 
has killed almost 40,000 of our young men. We have a right to suspect 
that at least some who organized those parades are less concerned with 
peace than they are with the welfare of the enemy. 

Many of our universities who should be committed to learning and 
free inquiry will close down classes in what is called a "Vietnam 
Moratorium Day", and it is correctly named because there will be a 
moratorium on free discussion. There will be no legitimate debate of 
the alternatives facing this nation. 

The decision has already been reached by the National Vietnam 
Day Committee. Those responsible for the safety and the security 
of this nation and it's people .. .those who have access to the facts 
and the information .. .will simply be told what their course shall 
be by the self-annointed. 

And young Americans, living today, will die on some tomorrow 
because the enemy planned his strategy so as to add fuel to the 
demonstrations in American streets where he hopes to win that which 
he cannot win in the rice paddies and the jungles of Vietnam. 


£ 
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If I sound too harsh, it's because I know no other way to talk 

about those who would lend comfort and aid to the enemy. Those who 
protest would have the game without the name. 

But today, no less than the Premier in Hanoi, Than Van Dong, 
made it plain that he does receive comfort and aid from this planned 
protest. His letter has been made public by the government in Hanoi. 
It is addressed to his 'dear American friends' and it is full of 
praise and gratitude for their efforts. It expresses the hope that 
together, with those friends in America, they can go forward to 
total victory. He signs it 'affectionately yours'. 

Those entrusted with the awesome responsibility of the leader- 
ship of our nation deserve not only our support, but our rejection 
of those in our midst who would arrogantly kibitz in a game where 
they haven't even seen the cards with which the game is played. 

They would like to attempt brain-surgery. But, they have gone only 
so far as to read the directions on an aspirin bottle. 

I know it is something of a cliche to draw a parallel between 
the rise and fall of Rome and the course of our own Republic. 
Certainly this is true in academic circles. And yet, the parallel 
is there in such detail that it is fr ighten ing .. .almost eerie. 

Dr. Robert Straus-Hauppe recently published a series of articles 
based on the observations of a number of historians; Spengler, 
DeReincourt, Ferraro, Gibbons and some others. 
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He told how Rome had known a pioneer beginning not unlike our 
own pioneer heritage, and then entered into two centuries of greatness 
reaching its pinnacle in the second of those centuries, going into 
the decline and collapse in the third. Yet, the signs of decay were 
becoming apparent in the latter years of that second century. 

It is written that there were vast increases in the number of 
the idle rich, and the idle poor. The latter were put on a permanent 
dole, a welfare system not unlike our own. As this system became 
permanent, the recipients of public largesse increased in number. 

They organized into a political bloc with sizeable power. They were 
not hesitant about making their demands known. Nor was the government 
hesitant about agreeing to their demands .. .and with ever increasing 
frequency. Would-be emperors catered to them. The great, solid 
middle class — Rome's strength then as ours is today — was taxed more 
and more to support a bureacracy that kept growing larger, and ever 
more powerful. Surtaxes were imposed upon incomes to meet emergencies. 
The government engaged in deficit spending. The Denarius, a silver 
coin similar to our half dollar began to lose it's silvery hue. It 
took on a copper color as the government reduced the silver content. 

Even then, Gresham's law was at work, because the real silver 
coin soon disappeared. It went into hiding. 

Military service was an obligation highly honored by the Romans. 
Indeed, a foreigner could win Roman citizenship simply by volunteering 
for service in the legions of Rome. But, with increasing affluence 
and opulence, the young men of Rome began avoiding this service, 
finding excuses to remain in the soft and sordid life of the city. 
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They took to using cosmetics and wearing feminine-like hairdo's and 

garments, until it became difficult, the historians tell us, to tell 
the sexes apart. 

Among the teachers and scholars was a group called the Cynics 
whose number let their hair and beards grow, and who wore slovenly 
clothes, and professed indifference to worldly goods as they heaped 
scorn on what they called "middle class values." 

I'm still talking about Rome. 

The morals declined. It became unsafe to walk in the countryside 
or the city streets. Rioting was commonplace and sometimes whole 
sections of towns and cities were burned. 

And, all the time, the twin diseases of confiscatory taxation 
and creeping inflation were waiting to deliver the death blow. 

Then finally, all these forces overcame the energy and ambition 
of the middle class. 

Rome fell. 

We are now approaching the end of our second century. It's 
been oointed out that the days of a democracy are numbered once the 
belly takes command of the head. When the less affluent feel an 
urge to break a commandment and begin to covet that which their more 
affluent meighbors possess they are tempted to use their votes to 
obtain instant satisfaction. Then equal opportunity at the starting 
line becomes an extended guarantee of at least a tie at the finish 
of the race. 

Under the euphemism "the greatest good for the greatest number," 
we destroy a system which for two centuries has accomplished just that. 
The greatest good for the greatest number. 
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Demonstrations to force colleges to divorce themselves from 
participating in the defense of the nation take place. We've known 
riots in our streets. We no longer walk the countryside or the city 
streets without fear. 

The jungle seems to be closing in on this little plot we have 
been trying to civilize for 5,000 years and all of us, I know, are 
disturbed at the virus that has infected the campus. 

No doubt we could all top each other with frightening and 
unbelievable stories. One day on one of our campuses I listened to 
a tape recording of a so-called student meeting where they were 
planning a campus disruption. Explicit directions were given on 
how to start fires in college buildings. Subsequently, there were 
50 fires started in those buildings in one day. 

Continuing to listen, they outlined where the pickets would 
go and how they would parade and what they would do and how they 
would take over the college. We actually heard a voice say; "If, 
in the process, it becomes necessary to kill, you will kill." 

We were gripped with an overwhelming sense of unreality. 
Unreality that it is happening at all. But, even more frightening 
is how close we have come to accepting it as a normal way of life. 

Dr. Spock's babies have grown up, which is probably more than 
we can say for the doctor. I confess I liked him better when his 
concerns were pablum and potty training. 

In my state, two young people lie with mangled hands and 
sightless eyes. One 20-year-old girl was picking up the mail 
delivery in a college administration office when the bomb exploded. 
The other was a 19-year-old boy. 


r 
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In the dark early morning hours, he was planting a bomb in a 

campus building when it exploded prematurely. The bomb was a symbol 
of his rage and his hatred. We wonder, when and how did this all 
beg in ? 

It began the first time someone old enough to know better 
declared it is no crime to break & law in the name of social protest. 

It started with those who proclaimed, in the name of academic 
freedom, that the campus was a sanctuary, immune to the laws and 
rules that govern the rest of us. 

It began with those who, in the name of change and progress, 
decided we could scrap all the time tested wisdom man has accumulated 
in his climb from the swamp to the stars. 

Simply call its constricting tradition and morality the dead 
hand of the past, and wipe out the discipline as no longer binding 
upon us . 

Saint Thomas Aquinas warns teachers that they must never dig 
a ditch in front of a student that they fail to fill in. 

To cleverly raise doubts, and ever seek, but never to find, 
is to discuss freely all sides of a question without values and, 
thus, to insure the creation of a generation of uninformed and 
talkative minds. 

Our obligation is to help our young people find truth and 
purpose... to find identity and a goal. 

I have talked to those already in rebellion, already with a 
torch and the club in their hands. Admittedly, they are a tiny few. 

A very few in number on all of our campuses. 
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But, there is a ferment on our campuses involving the great 

majority. They have complaints, and their complaints are legitimate. 
They want to invest their energy and their idealism in causes they 
can believe in. They refuse to become numbers in a computer. They 
want more than a four-year ride on an assembly line in some kind of 
a diploma mill. They want a re-ordering of the priorities. 

The United States Department of Education, in taking a survey 
on 68 campuses, and questioning 7,500 professors, found this answer 
to the question: "What is the obligation of a University?" The 

professors said: "To protect the academic freedom of the faculty." 

What has happened to teaching? It is time for all of us, 
especially those in charge of the institutions of learning, to revise 
and review the bidding. 

Shouldn't the doctrine 'publish or perish', and even research, 
follow in the order of importance the need to teach our young people? 

It is possible that even among the most radical protestors, 
there are those who have in reality been crying out for help. And, 

it is all the more poignant because the cries have gone unheard 

and unheeded. 

One day I participated in a lecture series in a large mid- 
western university. It was opened to the public. There were about 
4,000 adults on the main floor of the auditorium of the field house. 

There were more than 10,000 students all the way to the ceiling in 


the tiers of seats around the great oval. During a question and 
answer period one question came to me and I don't remember exactly 
what it was about. But, the questioner expressed concern that our 
young people were rebelling against the moral standards and the 
principles we have tried to teach them all of their lives. 
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against the standards and the principles. They were rebelling because 
they don't believe that we are living up to those standards and 
pr inc iples . 


There was a second of silence, and then 10,000 young people came 
to their feet with a roar I shall never forget. 

Have they lost faith in the rules, or have they lost faith in 

us? 

Do they doubt our willingness to practice what we preach? 

Has there been a quiet drifting away. . .an erosion of our moral 
commitments? 

Where were we when God was expelled from the classroom? 

How often do they see us dismiss wrong-doing in public life 
with this sort of easy tolerance — "well that's just politics"? 

The halls of government are the very temples of freedom and 
we should so consider them. What about us when the youngster comes 
home from the football field and tells us, with great pride, how 
he learned to get away with holding — without being caught — on a 
block. How many times have they been in a car with us and seen us 
look over our shoulder, then fudge on a stop-light because there 
wasn't any policeman in sight? 

As the country parson once said, "The fellow who left the 
gate open is only slightly more guilty than the one who saw it 
open and didn't close it.” 

Is it possible that much of what frightens and disturbs us 
actually started with us? 
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With such a gradual and silent erosion of our own moral code, 

no government at any level and for any price can afford the police 
necessary to insure our freedom unless the overwhelming majority 
of us are guided by an inner personal code of morality — a code that 
makes us act when we are alone, the same as we do when the eyes of 
the crowd are upon us . 

Some years ago, when Bud Wilkinson had those great national 
championship teams out in Oklahoma, toward the close of the season 
he took one of those great teams to play a very mediocre Texas- 
Christian team. That day, TCU rose to the heights as some times a 
beaten team will. In the closing seconds a receiver dived into the 
end zone to make a shoestring catch of what would have been the 
winning touchdown against the national champions. There was a huge 
upset in view. The crowd was going wild. But down in the end zone 
the kid stood up... walked over to the referee, and said: "No sir, 

it touched the ground before I caught it." 

Now, what was your reaction? Was your first reaction .. .Now 

wait a minute that's going too far? The referee didn't see itl 

He should have kept his mouth shut I Or, should he? 

Someday, he may represent you in a statehouse, or in Congress 
or in the White House, And what then? Do you want him to keep his 
mouth shut if no one is looking? Do you want him to base his 
decisions on political expediency? Or, do you want him to base those 
decisions on the same kind of inner moral conviction that made him 
tell the truth to the referee without being asked? 

And, who will teach them — by word and deed — that kind of morality 
if it isn't us? 
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On the deck of the tiny Arabella off the coast of Massachusetts, 

in 1630, John Winthrop gathered a little band of pilgrims together. 

He told them of the life they would have in this land that they 
had not yet seen. He said: "We shall be as a city upon a hill. 

The eyes of all people are upon us so that if we shall deal falsely 
with our God in this work we have undertaken and so cause Him to 
withdraw His present help from us, we shall be made a story and a 
byword through all the world." For you who have considered, "What 
can I do?" in this time of crisis in our world, i would suggest 
supporting Eisenhower College, and making it as a city upon a hill. 

Without such schools, this shining dream of John Winthrop may 
well become a taste of ashes in our mouths. 

These schools — like Eisenhower College — are educational whet- 
stones, serving to hone the educational process, helping to improve 
the public tax-supported system, keeping it competitive in the 
drive for excellence. By their very competition, they help preserve 
the freedom of public institutions from political interference and 
guarantee a measure of academic freedom the public institutions 
could never attain by themselves. 

General Eisenhower Commended those who gave of their time and 
substance to bring this college into being, and to keep it alive. 

He knew that institutions such as Eisenhower College are essential 
to America. They provide leadership out of all proportion to their 
size . 

America will be needing them more and more in the days ahead. 
Ladies and gentlemen of the world of commerce and industry and the 
professions, you can make no greater investment in freedom than by 
your contributions to independent schools and colleges, such as 
Eisenhower College. 
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I dare to hope that one day the federal government will grant 

tax-credits — not deductions, but tax credits — for a portion of the 
tuition fees made by parents sending their sons and daughters to 
such colleges. I even dare to hope that they will explore the 
possibility of extending federal aid, not through more bureacracy, but 
by creating tax credits for contributions to such schools and colleges, 
if we are to win the battle that is being fought today in the minds 
and hearts of our young people. 

I pray that you will keep alive this dream of a man named Ike 
who left us these words: "We believe individual liberty, rooted in 

human dignity, is man's greatest treasure; that men, given free 
expression, will prefer freedom and self-dependence to dictatorship 
and collectivism." 

And then he reminded us that freedom from fear, injustice and 
oppression will be ours only in the measure that men who value such 
freedom are ready to sustain its possession and defend it against 
every threat from within or without. 

The college bearing his name is pledged to the preservation 
of his ideals, and the country he loved so much. I think we can 
do nothing less than to see that it becomes as a city upon a hill.

At about 7 p.m. a group of 50 to 60 males and 
females, principally of Mexican- American extraction, ranging 
in ages from about 18 to 30, entered the Hacienda Motel 
Lobby and proceeded to the entrance of the Las Vegas Room 
and began creating a disturbance by chanting ‘’Viva La Raza" 
and various obscenities. The chief Security Officer for 
the motel asked the crowd to leave the premises but they 
refused and the intensity of the chanting increased as Fresno 
police reinforcements arrived . One individual, later identi- 
fied as , spit on a police officer and 

as he was being apprehended, the crowd began throwing rocks 
and bottles. Several windows were broken but there were no 
injuries. A Fresno Police Sergeant declared the crowd and 
area an unlawful assembly and ordered dispersal several times

In this regard Mr. Mardian advised that he intended to put together 
a Task Force to develop new strategy and ideas for prosecuting people who represent 
a threat to this country's internal security. He noted that he anticipated as the result 
of this Task Force new legislation would be recommended where present legislation 
is now inadequate, that efforts would be made to have prosecution where -state laws^-.

Mr. Mardian stated the second matter which he wished to mention 
to the Director was the fact that he has also been commissioned by the White House 
to form aTask Force to decide what our Government’s response will be should 
there ever be a kidnaping of a Government official such as there was in Canada 
recently. Mardian stated that it is his earnest hope that the Task Force, when it 
is formed and confers, will recommend no response be made to the demands of would 
be abductors and that this policy, df established, be given full disclosure in the press, 
in the hope that it will serve as a deterrent. ’ ' 

In response to a request by Mardian for the Director’s opinion 
concerning this matter, the Director noted that he shared Marxian’s views and 
felt that plans must be formulated in anticipation of possible kidnapings since it 
is not realistic to take the position they will not occur in this country. 

Just prior to the conclusion of their talk, Mr. Mardiamnxpressed 
concern over Frank Sinatra’s recent association wit h Governor RonalarReagan of 
California and advised Mr. Hoover that efforts on his, Mardian’ s, part and those of 
Lyn Nofziger, of the White House, to convince Reagan of Sinatra's unsavory 
background have been met by disbelief. 

Mr. Hoover noted that he is well acquainted with Governor Reagan 
and that the next time he is in touch with him, he will brief him concerning Sinatra. 
Mardian stated that he appreciates Mr. Hoover’s offer to do this since, while 
Reagan is not inclined to believe Mardian or Nofziger, even though they are close 
friends, he most certainly will believe Mr. Hoover. 

Mardian said that he is of the opinion that Reagan has sought a 
relationship with Sinatra to dim his own image of being a right wing conservative. 
Mardian noted that one of Reagan’s biggest financial supporters, Taft Schreiber, 
President of the Music Corporation of America, served as actor's agent to both 
Reagan and Sinatra several years back.

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EXCERPTS OF REMARKS BY GOVERNOR RONALD REAGAN 
California Peace Officers Association 
San Francisco 
May 10, 1971 '• . > , 


A senseless act of violence took place a few weeks ago on the 
campus of Stanford University, one of America's great private insti- 
tutions of higher learning. An arsonist — sneaking through the dead of 
night — deliberately set a fire that destroyed the lounge of a dormitory. 
The flames and smoke drove 80 sleeping students from their beds. 

After the fire was put out, one student remarked that this 
particular act of violence was — in his words — "far different from 
setting a truck or a motorcycle on fire. If one of us had not seen 
it, a lot of us would be dead. That is not vandalism; that is murder." 

The student was right in one sense. If someone had been killed, 
it would have been murder. But setting a fire in a dormitory is no 
different from setting a truck or a motorcycle on fire. Vandalism, 
arson and murder are all illegal acts of violence. And they differ 
only in degree. 

It is a tragic dilemma of our times that there are some on campus 
and elsewhere who do not always perceive that simple truth. When you 
are counting the casualties .. .the dead and injured. . .the needless 
property loss that results from such an act... it makes no difference 
what warped sense of values motivates the arsonist. 

Crime cannot be divided into "just" and "unjust" categories. 
Violence cannot be justified, excused or explained by any real or 
imagined grievance. 

Unfortunately, the crime at Stanford was not an isolated act. 

I don't mean to single it out as any more deplorable than the scores 
of other similar violent acts which have taken place elsewhere before 
or since... at schools, banks. National Guard armories or business 
firms. But it does dramatize with chilling clarity the new challenge 
that confronts those of you whose task it is to protect society. 

A new kind of crime threatens California and the United States... 

plotted and carried out by a new breed of criminal, the self-proclaimed 

revolutionary who directs senseless acts of violence against innocent 

bystanders. What makes these new criminals doubly dangerous, is their 
fanaticism which makes them perform with an almost religious zeal, as 

if they are ordained by a higher power to right all the ills of mankind,

- ' The immensity of task cannot be over-enl^isized. There were 

I 4,443 bomb threats in California during the last l(4feonths of 1970. 

J There were 1,052 actual bomb incidents in which an explosive device 
was found and on some tragic occasions, these bombs exploded, killing 
or injuring innocent people. Fifteen police officers died in the line 
f of duty in California last year, six under circumstances which can 
only be described as acts of cold-blooded murder. 

The new type of so-called "revolutionary" crime is becoming one 
of America’s most critical internal problems, at a time when certain 
other types of crime are slowly declining. 

It isn’t necessary to lay before you all the appalling statistical 
evidence. You know far better than I the corrosive effects of crime 
and violence on our society. The most tragic impact is the aura of 
fear and distrust it creates among us. A recent national survey 
disclosed that one-third of all Americans believe it is unsafe to walk 
alone at night in their own neighborhoods . 

The threat of the mugger, the rapist, and now, the revolutionary 
whose rhetoric has escalated into violence, is a real threat. It cannot 
be ignored. And it cannot be excused or explained as legitimate 
political discontent ... illegitimately expressed through illegal means. 

There is a national concern, no, I would say, a national demand 
for public safety and public order. 

But what kind of public safety? What kind of public order? 

Our nation is built upon a system of legal values which provides 
greater protection for the individual. . .for his right to speak and to 
protest legitimate grievances .. .than any other society ever known. Those 
of you who are gathered here today are dedicated guardians of those 
rights; you represent society's first line of defense against crime and 
anarchy. 

In such a nation, how do we achieve order and bring to justice the 
lawless elements among us without sacrificing the individual liberty 
to which we are all dedicated? 

One first step is to never lose sight of just who is threatening 
the peace or violating the rights of the law-abiding citizen. Those 
who set fires and plant bombs — who demonstrate violently in the name of 
non-violence — are not protecting the rights of others or preserving the 
legal system that makes possible peaceful protest. They are the outlaws. 
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the law as a social outcast. They have accepted without question the 
steady, unrelenting campaign that is going on to discredit those whose 
job it is to preserve law and order in our society. Police are accused 
of "repression" — for putting down disorders that have been calculated 
to incite a confrontation. 

But it is the rioter who supreeses the rights of others, not the 
policeman called to restore order. 

It is the criminal who violates the rights of others by stealing, 
mugging or other acts of violence. It is to the police officer the 
crime victim turns for help after such crimes have taken place or when 
criminal violence threatens him. 

In carrying out their duties, our policemen are expected to be 
psychologists, constitutional lawyers, family counselors. They are 
expected to patiently endure insults while coping with hoodlums intent 
on injuring either innocent citizens or the policemen themselves and 
sometimes both. 

They are expected to be perfect men in an imperfect world, and they 
come far closer than most to that goal. 

Plutarch said if all the world were just, there would be no need 
of valor. But the world is not filled with all just men and we do need 

valor we need the valor that you, our law enforcement officers, 

exhibit every day and every night, 

I believe it is a tribute to your courage and dedication that those 
of you who wear the badge of authority have never lost sight of the 
real threat to liberty. The greatest threat to our liberties are those 
who seek to destroy the ability of law enforcement to assure that 
liberty. They use the word "repression" to describe any forceful 
response to lawlessness. 

And they seek to defeat or inhibit effective law enforcement by 
spreading suspicion of the policeman and his motives, by seeking to 
cast the policeman in the role of villain rather than the criminal. 

In recent months, one of America's greatest law enforcement 
officials has become the object of a bitter verbal assault by some who 
are in a position to know just how much J. Edgar Hoover has contributed 
to this country's safety. 

It is no exaggeration to suggest that America might well owe its 
very survival to the effectiveness of the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion in rooting out subversion and fighting crime of all types. 
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Some critics mak

ockery of the facts by^roagesting that the 


FBI seeks to become some sort of secret police. 


Jdgar Hoover’s 


whole career has been devoted to resisting the efforts of others to 
turn the FBI into a national police force. He has worked to strengthen 
local and state law enforcement. 

There is no doubt why the subversive and criminal elements would 

! like to see the FBI downgraded and discredited. It was this agency 

! 

which pioneered in most of the modern crime -fighting techniques we 

use today fingerprinting, scientific collection of evidence, advanced 

i training for law enforcement personnel, and now, a National Crime 
Information Center utilizing the computer to fight crime. 

But these innovations have been used only to protect society 
against the threats posed against it by criminals and subversive 
elements. 

> Unlike some who criticize him, J. Edgar Hoover's entire career 

j has been devoted to keeping government the servant of the people rather 

i 

j than making government the master. This same type of harassment has 
i been directed against local and state law enforcement officers. 

| To respond to crime or riots with any degree of effective force 

. is called "police brutality." Yet those who raise the charge say 
nothing about the "brutality" of the criminals who murdered 15 California 
law officers last year. 

A few days ago a brave highway patrolman was killed as he 
investigated a traffic accident. He left a wife and four small 
children. 

Where were the mass marches protesting this brutality? Where were 
the loud voices of protest? There was only silence as an eloquent 
testimony to the kind of hypocrisy with which you in law enforcement 
are all too familiar. 

Every law-abiding citizen has a right to expect that government 
will insure his safety. Every parent has a right to expect government 
to protect his children from those who deal in and profit from 
pornography or narcotics. Every homeowner and every businessman has 
the right to expect his government to protect his property against the 
criminal, the arsonist, the rioter and the looter. 

In return, I believe it is less than presumptuous to suggest that 
those who risk life and limb to defend society have a right to expect 
society to give them the support they need to carry on the war against

' As. one small gestUFe of our respect, I am Coping, effective 
today, that every time a California peace officer is killed in the 
line of duty, that the flag at our State Capitol building be flown 
at half mast. 

I have pledged to you before, and I repeat that pledge we are 

trying to provide such support by attacking crime on several fronts. 


We have developed educational programs to acquaint our youngsters with 
the dangers of misusing drugs and we are funding dozens of experimental 
programs ranging from professional psychiatric counseling to the use 
of self-help programs to combat drug abuse. For the first time, we 
have a state office solely devoted to coordinating the state’s anti- 
drug abuse efforts and to assist local communities. 

Last year, we succeeded in adopting the nation's most comprehensive 
plan for intra-state control of restricted dangerous drugs. We intend 
to find out where all the pills on the illicit street market are coming 
from and to follow through with action to cut off the supply. 

We have sponsored legislation to protect minors from the smut 
peddlers, to deal with campus disorder and to increase penalties for 
assaults on peace officers. 

* 

Despite these advances, we have suffered some defeats. 

You and I know that one of the most necessary tools to fight 
organized crime is electronic surveillance. Contrary to what its 
opponents falsely claim, this authority is not an unreasonable invasion 

of privacy it would be used only after a judge independently agreed 

there was good reason to believe a crime was being committed. 

Our bills on electronic surveillance contained the strictest 
judicial safeguards to insure the individual's right of privacy, 
while giving law enforcement an effective weapon to use in the battle 
against sophisticated and well-financed criminals. 

Electronic surveillance often is the only way to break through to 
the higher echelons of organized crime. And I think it is about time 
the legislature ends the legal imbalance that favors the criminal’s 
rights against the right of society to be protected against the 
lawbreaker. We have tried for three years to do this and we will keep 
on trying until we succeed. 

The tougher laws we managed to pass are not enough. We must do 

\ 

more. We must do more to protect the policemen who risk their lives 
to protect us. \ 

I have asked the legislature to give priority attention this year 


to new laws that would: 
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— Make the. kill i^jt^f a law enforcement off^pr while on duty 
first' degree murder. T^e criminal who is armed in^^ie commission of 
a crime and who uses that weapon to kill a policeman when apprehended 
is obviously acting with premeditation. He obviously carried the 
weapon to use it in just such an eventuality and that is plainly with 
premeditation and malice aforethought. 

— Make it a felony to specifically advocate killing or injuring 
law enforcement officers. 

— Increase the amount of reward a governor may offer for informa- 
tion leading to the arrest and conviction of persons killing or injur- 
ing police officers. 

We want to make the California Council on Criminal Justice more 
useful to local law enforcement. Local law enforcement agencies should 
have a greater voice in allocating the $70 million of federal anti-crime 
funds California will spend next year to strengthen police and 
correctional agencies and the court system. 

Our goal in public safety is to assure every citizen the right to 
a quick and efficient system of criminal justice. 

To be effective as a deterrent, punishment must be swiftly 
administered. 

Defendants in a criminal trial have a constitutional right to a 
speedy trial. In California, the law provides that trial must start 
v/ithin 60 days after arraignment. 

I suggest that the public also has a right to a speedy trial by 

carrying out the result of that trial swiftly and without endless and 
calculated legal manuevering designed to delay and obstruct justice. 

We must examine court procedures to make certain we are doing all 
we can to make the constitutional promise of a speedy trial apply 
equally to the guilty defendant and to the society whose laws he has 
violated. 

The judiciary and the organized bar must do their part with more 
effective enforcement of the ethics which govern the legal profession 
to see that lawyers and defendants who deliberately disrupt the court- 
room are disciplined. 

Those steps will help* But let no one pretend this is a lasting 
solution. 


We are the most powerful nation in the history of the world. We 

have more sophisticated technology, more knowledge and probably more 

laws than any other society in history. And still we have problems. 

Someone once said we have 30,000 laws to help us keep the Ten 

Commandments. Many people wonder why.

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- 1 'I believe we can ^race the answer to a declii^^in the basic 
values upon which we founded this great country of ours. Some of our 
citizens have simply lost a sense of moral responsibility. , .to 
themselves. . .to their children. . .to a cause. 

You don't have to be a sociologist to know that there has been a 
massive breakdown of America's ethical standards. We are an affluent 
society to some and some of our citizens have deluded themselves that 
material prosperity and the pursuit of pleasure is an end in itself. 

The alienation between parents and children which many call the 
generation gap is a tragic sympton of this moral decline. The pressures 
of urban living... the rootlessness of modern life... all these things 
contribute to what can only be described as a nation in which many 
citizens have simply lost their way. 

How many parents believe their duty to their children is fulfilled 
by providing shelter, food and a generous allowance? How many parents 
sow the seeds of juvenile alienation by seeming never to care how late 
their sons or daughters stay out... or even if they return home at all? 

It is a favorite past-time of the "kick America" crowd to sneer 
at the Puritan ethic... to denounce the moral code and the values which 
created this country. .. the sense of national purpose which held us to- 
gether in times of great stress .. .through war and depression. 

Have we lost all this? 

In our zeal to fulfill personal desires... to seek personal 
pleasures. . .to satisfy material wants and everyone's desire to "do his 
own thing," can we forget that it was to unify this country we fought 
the bloodiest civil war in man’s history? Can we forget our duty to 
honor our country and our own sense of morality? 

Eetter prisons, speedier court trials, more federal funds... all 
of these things alone will not solve our crime problems. And all the 
laws and law enforcement in the world won't heal the rift and discord 
among our people. 

With all our wealth, we cannot afford to be divided by animosity, 
suspicion and hate. 

fle will never recapture the vitality .. .the sense of national 
purpose that created our country. . .until every individual reaffirms a 
commitment to a personal moral code that holds each person accountable 
to his fellow man, to his community and to whatever religious code he 
lives by. Indeed, civilization cannot exist unless people voluntarily 
abide by rules that are actually unenforceable.

( 3 Mr. Edward V. Hickey, Jr., Director of Security for Governor/ 
Ronald Reagan, came by to see me the other day accompanied by Mr. ’ - v -.- 
Michael K. Deaver, Assistant to the Governor and Director of Administra- 
tion, for the purpose of discussing the possible acquisition of one of the 
Bureau's armored cars. Mr. Hickey, of course, is aware of the fact that 
we do have an armored vehicle in the Los Angeles Office and that we dispose 
of one each year since the Director made available his armored car in Los 
Angeles to Governor Reagan when he was visiting that area and proceeding 
into a ghetto area. 

Mr. Hickey stated he was most concerned with the protection and 
safety of Governor Reagan and he, Hickey, is most anxious to secure an 
armored vehicle for the purpose of protecting the Governor. He pointed out 
; that the Governor expects to be in office for three more years and does not 
intend to run for reelection and under the circumstances, it would be highly 
impossible to secure a new Cadillac armored for the protection of the 
1 Governor. 




Mr. Hickey was informed that this matter would be presented to the 
Director for his consideration and for the purpose of determining whether 
it would be possible to sell or give an armored car to the State of California 
for the use of Governor Reagan. 

The question of whether we can give or sell an armored vehicle 
to the State of California has been researched in conjunction with the Office 
of Legal Counsel. Under GSA Federal Property Management regulations, 

\ the car could be given to the State of California by following the prescribed 
| regulations, i. e. (1) declare the vehicle surplus to the Department proper; 

I (2) request the Department to ask the Department of Health, Education and 
J Welfare to permit the vehicle to be given to the State of California. 

■ ( The GSA Federal Property Management regulations further require 

I that used vehicles be disposed of only by sale, such as in this instance where 
/we are replacing the vehicle with a new one. ^ --- - 1 >

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An examination of the statutes of the State of California, Section 
; 2501, reflects that the Commissioner of the California Highway Patrol has 
' the power to issue licenses for the private operation of armored cars; thus 
i it is legally possible for an armored car to be privately owned and operated 
| in the State of California. 

In view of this, there could be competitive bidding on an armored 
1 car that might be offered for sale in that state and, of course, the State of 
j California could be one of the qualified bidders. 

The sale of the present 1967 Cadillac could be made with the 
|f proviso that it is subject to bidding by qualified bidders only and the further 
n proviso that the Bureau retain authority to supervise the dearmoring of the 
^'vehicle before subsequent sale by the successful purchaser 

; P/e have the 1967 armored car available in Los Angeles which we 

: will be disposing of shortly. This car has approximately 30, 000 miles on 
the speedometer and Mr. Hickey understands that in spite of the low mileage 
on the speedometer, the mileage on the motor is considerable. Mr. Hickey 
stated that any arrangement that we could make to make the car available 
. for the Governor would be agreeable he was certain with the Governor and 
« with his own office. 

If the Director is agreeable, I will notify SAC Williams of the 
Sacramento Office, who maintains contact with Mr, Hickey, that the Director 
will make the 1967 armored car available through the regular procedure of 
securing bids for such vehicle,, Normally we sell the dearmored vehicles to 
\ the highest bidder and we would do the same with the armored vehicle. There 
• is very little likelihood that anyone else would bid on the car since there are 
jj only a limited number of firms in California who could qualify to own an 
^armored vehicle. If for some reason the Governor’s office was not the high 
bidder and the high bidder was somebody unacceptable to us, we of course 
could withdraw the vehicle from the bidding process and dispose of it after 
it has been dearmored. 

RECOMMENDATION 


It is recommended that through SAC Williams of the Sacramento 
Office, arrangements be made for the sale of the 1967 armored vehicle to 
the State of California for the use of Governor Reagan.

But can't use it to 
aid myself. Have been here fourteen years for a minor parole 
rule, violation. Because they are using me and others in a 
experment. vTith a type of brian wave equipment. This will be 
my last try legaly to get something done.

BIOGRAPHICAL DATA : — 

Governor Reagan was born on February 6, 1911, 
in Tampico, Illinois. His parents are John Edward and 
Nellie Wilson Reagan. He graduated from Eureka College, 
Eureka, Illinois, with an A. B. degree in 1932. Governor 
Reagan is well known as a former movie star. He was 
formerly married to the movie actress, Jane Wyman. 

They were divorced in 1948 after being married for 
eight years. He has been married to Nancy Davis since 
March, 1952. They have two children, Patricia and 
Ronald, and Mr. Reagan has two children, Maureen and 
Michael, by his former wife. From 1932 to 1937, Governor 
Reagan was a sports announcer for Radio Station WHO, 

Des Moines, Iowa, and a motion picture and television 
actor from 1937 to 1966. Since 1967, he has been the 
Governor of the State of California. He resides at the 
Executive Mansion, Sacramento, California. 

RESULTS OF FILE REVIEW 

Governor Reagan was the subject of an applicant- 
type investigation conducted in 1967, in connection with 
his position as a member of the Board of Regents of the 
University of California. Inasmuch as the Board of Regents 
had access to sensitive material from the Atomic Energy 
Commission, our investigation was requested by the 
Atomic Energy Commission. No derogatory information was 
developed during this investigation, except as follows: 


Although Reagan has been extremely anti- 
communist since the latter part of the 1940’s, he had 
previously been listed as a member of a committee and 
appeared in a play at a meeting called by the Hollywood 
Independent Citizens Committee of the Arts, Sciences and 
Professions, which later became known as the National 
Council of Arts, Sciences and Professions. The Southern 
California Committee of this organization has been cited 
as a communist dominated propaganda media. In 1946,

Reagan appeared on a radio program sponsored by the 
Mobilization for Democracy, produced with the cooperation 
of the Hollywood Writers Mobilization. The Mobilization 
for Democracy has been cited an a communist front by the 
California Un-American Activities Committee. Reagan was 
also, in 1946, listed as a sponsor and director of the 
Los Angeles Committee for a Democratic Far Eastern Policy 
and in 1947 was listed as a sponsor of a recital put on 
by the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, both 
communist front organizations. In 1947, Reagan testified as a 
friendly witness before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and explained that he was duped through a 
telephone call to lend his name as sponsor of the recital 
of the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee. 


In March, 1960, the FBI cooperated with 
Governor Reagan by making inquiries in Washington, D. C. , 
concerning Maureen Reagan, daughter of Reagan and 
Jane Wyman, who was living with a m arried Metropolitan 
Police Officer in Washington. D. C. f" 


Our inquiries b6 

appeared to confirm this situation, and the information ^7 
was furnished on a confidential basis to then United 
States Senator George Murphy who originally contacted 
the Los Angeles Office in this matter. We also conducted 
an applicant-type investigation concerning Maureen Reagan 
when she contemplated working for the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. That investigation was discontinued 
when she decided not to take the job. She has apparently 
married an individual by the last name of Sills and now 
resides in California. 


In addition to the above, our files contain 
numerous references to Governor Reagan, but each reference 
contains either no derogatory or no pertinent data.

Legislation is now before the Congress which would end all — QUOTE — "political 
surveillance" and shut down the intelligence-gathering functions of the F.B.I. 
and the C.I.A. This legislation will prevent all covert gathering. of foreign 
intelligence in peace time and keep the F.B.I. from collecting information on any 
person unless there is evidence that person has already committed a crime, or 
is about to conanit one. 


If such a law had existed in the years preceding World War II, the F.B.I. would 
have been prevented from infiltrating the, Gersaan-American Bund. The record will 
show that the F.B.I. deserves most of the credit for the fact that not one major 
act of sabotage interrupted our war effort during the years from Pearl Harbor to 
V.J. Day. 

As for the second point, how do we propose to halt the increasing wave of terrorist 
activities if we have to wait until the crime is committed? Or, how will we know 
someone is about to commit the crime? Our police intelligence forces - the F.B.I. 
and the C.I.A. - have for 40 years used tactics of surveillance, phone taps and, 
yes, mail openings when they had reason to believe there was a threat' to the 
safety of our country and our people. 

Using these techniques, an F.B.I. agent infiltrated the Ku Klux Klan, and found 
the murderers of three young civil rights workers a few years ago. I know of no 
government agency that can match the Federal Bureau of Investigation for its 
record of more than 40 years of dedication, effectiveness and freedom from 
scandal. 


How the Attorney General of the' United States, evidently carrying out Department of 
Justice policy, will try to convict a 25 year veteran of the Bureau — former agent 
and supervisor John Kearney, who retired in 1972. He will be charged with illegal 
phone tap3 and opening mail several years ago when these were normal operating 
procedures. The Attorney General admits that even if he is found Kot Guilty, he 
will be ruined because the cost of defending himself will wipe out hio life savings. 

And, who was the object of Agent Kearney's attention when he did these things? 

The "Weathermen" , one of the groups that surfaced in the anti-war demonstrations H 
several years ago. Members of the Weathermen traveled to communist countries, ■’ 
boasted of bombings they were responsible for and 26 of them were, at one time, onj| : 
law enforcement's "most wanted" list. • 



There is no other way to protect against terrorism than to try to learn in advance^ gf 
what the terrorists are planning. I wish we could have known beforehand about ther 
bomb that would arrive in a California college office, packaged as mail. A young i g 
bride of three weeks was blinded and had her hands mangled as she opened that _i;p5 

package. A janitor, on another campus, was blown to eternity when he tried to H 

remove a bomb in the faculty dining room. 

I'm glad for the intelligence report, and I, frankly, don’t care how it was obtained, 
that warned me — when I was Governor of California — of a plot to kidnap my wife 
and kill her if I wouldn't agree to free some imprisoned members of a terrorist 

. group . 

John Kearney is being prosecuted and persecuted for protecting his fellow citizens; 
for doing what the Congress, several Presidents and Attorney Generals had approved 
over a period of several decades.

This is to advise the Atomic Energy Commission (AEC) 
has requested a background investigation of Reagan, present 
Governor of California, As Governor he becomes a member ; of the 
Board of Regents of the University of California, which position 
has been classified "highly sensitive" by the AEC. Governor Reagan 
as a member of the Board of Regents will have access to ^highly 

1 sensitive restricted data. The Atomic Energy Act of 1954 requires 
the Bureau to conduct a full investigation where such access is 
involved. 


As you will recall, the Bureau conducted ,a full back- 
ground investigation concerning former Governor Edmund Gerald 
Brown in May, 1960, when he likewise became a member of the Board 
of Regents of the University of California. 


Bureau files disclose that we have never investigated 
Governor Reagan; however, our files do contain numerous references 
to him, primarily concerning his anticommunist activities in various 
Hollywood, California, organizations. Reagan has spoken in various 
parts of the country on the evils of communism and was a friendly 
witness before the House Committee on Un-American Activities in 
October, 1947. Although he has been extremely anticommunist since 
the mid 1940’s, he was reportedly a sponsor of the Committee for 
a Democratic Far Eastern Policy, which is listed in the "Guide to 
Subversive Organizations and Publications" prepared by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities. He was reportedly a member 
of Americans for Democratic Action and American Veterans Committee 
in the 1940 's. In 1950 it was reported he had been active in the 
Hollywood Independent Citizens Committee of the Arts, Sciences, andh

Reagan Takes the Helm 


Gov. Reagan charted a provocative new 
course for state government in his in- 
augural address. 

There is much to applaud in the philo- 
sophy of his administration and the direc- 
tion it intends to take in certain areas. De- 
tails must still be filled in, however, on ma- 
ny items in his program and it remains to 
be seen how they will, or if they can, be im- 
plemented. 

Reagan devoted much of his message to 
the grave fiscal plight of the state, noting 
that a new budget held at the same level as 
the present one, plus "absolutely essential" 
property tax relief, could produce a $750 
million deficit 


Although the governor did not mention 
it in his address, he is considering a 
10% cut in university and state college 
budgets, plus $400 tuition for the universi- 
ty and $200 for state colleges. 

That drastic change could gravely im- 
peril the quality of higher education which 
Californians have come to expect. It does 
violence to the intent of the Master Plan 
for Higher Education. A 10% slash on top 
of heavy reductions already made by the 
Department of Finance could play havoc 
with operations. Tuition ought not to be 
used as an expedient for budget balancing, 
but if it is, then some way must be found to 
avoid penalizing deserying students who 
cannot afford the increased fees.

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"The time has come," the governor said, 
"for us to decide whether collectively we 
can afford anything and everything we 
think of simply because we think of it. The 
time has come to run a check and see if all 
the services government provides are in 
answer to demands, or just goodies 
dreamed up for our supposed betterment. 
The time has come to match outgo to in- 
come, instead of always doing it the other 
way round. 

"We are going to squeeze and cut and 
trim until we reduce the cost of govern- 
ment . . . and it will involve every depart- 
ment of government." 

That is a laudable goal. But to all practi- 
cal purposes, unless new legislation is en- 
acted, the fact is that only about one-third 
of the budget is controllable. That one- 
third covers the University of California, 
state colleges, institutions and governmen- 
tal opera ting costs. And that's where dan- 
ger TEST 1 ^ 




There is a strong possibility, moreover, 
that such a heavy tuition might force an 
increased load on junior colleges and thus 
materially boost local tax levels. This 
could vitiate the "absolutely essential" 
property tax relief Reagan calls for. 

The proposal has a popular ring, but we 
suggest it has not been sufficiently 
thought out.

. Despite such special reservations, The 
Times commends the general tone of the 
new governor's message. 

The "Creative Society" he proposes 
would turn away from the idea that 
government and those who serve in it are 
omnipotent. Government would lead but 
not rule, listen but not lecture.

On January 30, 1967, a. review of the military service 
records on file at the Military Personnel Records Center, re- 
vealed that RONALD WILSON REAGAN, enlisted in the United States 
Army Enlisted Reserve Corps, inactive, on April 29, 1937, at 
Des Moines, Iowa. No enlisted serial number was shown for REAGAN 
in the records. He served on inactive status until June 17, 1937, 
when he was separated as a Private to accept an appointment as an 
officer. 


He was appointed on May 25, 1937, as a Second Lieutenant, 
Serial Number 0—357 403, in the Officers Reserve Corps of the 
United States Army effective June 18, 1937, and entered on active 
duty on April 19, 1942, at Hollywood, California. He was 
honorably released from active duty on December 9, 1945, as a 
Captain, at Fort MacArthur, California, by reason of own request 
to return to essential industry .

former student named RONALD WILSON REAGAN.

transcript, and that there had never been a request for a 
transcript for this former student to be sent to any other 
university or college. 


| |made available the original 

transcript of records reflecting that RONALD WILSON REAGAN, 
of 226 Lincoln Way, Dixon, Illinois, was enrolled as a 
Freshman student in the Liberal Arts Courses offered by 
Eureka College, on September 14, 1928. There was no 
indication of the date of this student's birth, nor was 
there an indication of the names of his parents. 

There was an indication on the transcript that 
this student had graduated in 1928 from the North Dixon 
High School, Dixon, Illinois, and that he ranked in the 
middle third in his high school graduating class of among 
70 students. 

The transcript reveals that he had pursued a 
Liberal Arts Course for four years, majoring in Economics 
and Sociology, and by June 7, 1932, he had accumulated 
129 semester hours of Liberal Arts credit with 173 grade 
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points, or a 1.37 grade point over all average for the 
120 semester hours.

Mr. SAMUEL G. HARROD, JR., Attorney at Law, who 
has offices at 106§ East Center Street, Eureka, Illinois, 
advised that he has known Governor REAGAN since REAGAN 
entered Eureka College as a Freshman student in the Fall 
of 1928 . He stated that he, himself was in the 8th or 
9th grade, as he recalls, living across the street from 
the Tau Kappa Epsilon Fraternity House, when he became 
acquainted with REAGAN who had just moved into the "TEE 1 ' 
House, and lived there during the four years he attended 
college . 


He stated that REAGAN was almost like a big 
brother to him, he taught him to swim, and helped him 
in many ways.

Mr. HAREOD stated that he had maintained close 
contact with Governor REAGAN ever since, mostly by 
correspondence. He stated that he has visited his home 
in California on four or five occasions, and on these 
occasions, met some prominent movie people who were 
friends of Governor REAGAN, including PAT O'BRIEN, JAMES 
CAGNEY, GEORGE BURNS, EDDIE ALBERT , and BURL IVES. 

He stated that he has closely followed Governor 
HE AG AN* s Career in the movie industry and recently in 
his political career. He stated that he received a hand- 
written note from Governor REAGAN, wherein he was invited 
to visit Governor REAGAN and attend his recent inauguration. 

In correspondence and personal contacts, he 
Knows Governor REAGAN had his "hands full” for about seven 
years when Governor REAGAN was the president of the Screen 
Actor's Guild. 

Mr. HARROD could only state that he felt REAGAN 
was fighting certain individuals in the movie industry, 
not only actors, but writers and directors and others 
involved in the movie-making industry, who were apparently 
known or believed by Governor REAGAN to hold sympathies 
for other than the best interest of our American way 
of life. 


Mr. HARROD stated that he could only presume 
that Governor REAGAN was fighting what he, HARROD, 
presumed to be Communist infiltration of the industry. 

Mr. HARROD stated that there would never be any 
doubt in his mind as to the sincere and complete loyalty 
and patriotism of Governor REAGAN to our form of Government. 
He stated that Governor REAGAN has always been well 
thought of by those who know him, and that he las always 
enjoyed a reputation for excellent moral character, and 
good associations. 
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Mr. HARROD advised that he would highly 
recommend Governor REAGAN for a position of extreme 
trust and responsibility, in our Government. 

Mr. HARROD concluded the interview by stating 
that he did want to mention that a very few months ago, 
a ’’long-haired" student from Antioch College, Yellow 
Springs, Ohio, was reportedly in Eureka, attempting 
to learn the participation of REAGAN, then a gubernatorial 
candidate, in an alleged "student strike" inEureka 
College in 1928. 

Mr. HARROD did not see this student, but only 
heard of the incident, and he did not know the identity 
of the student. He heard that the student was apparently 
attempting to go to all extremes in an effort to learn 
something of this. 

Mr. HARROD stated that he could explain this 

to anyone. 

He then said that when Governor REAGAN first 
entered Eureka College as a Freshman, being then probably 
only 17 or 18 years old, that at the very beginning of that 
school term, the then college president, President BERT 
WILSON, issued some proclamations which were almost 100 
per cent disagreed with on the part of the faculty and 
students. 


As he recalled, there were several proclamations, 
but that one of these was to the effect that there would 
be no social functions at the college, such as dances. 
Another thing that President WILSON also proclaimed, that 
he was changing the requirements for various academic 
courses which, if allowed to stand, would prohibit the 
then juniors and seniors from completing their Liberal 
Arts degree requirements as to majors and minors within 
the planned four years and that this would mean that the 
present juniors and seniors would not have earned their 
bachelors degrees within the planned four years providing 
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these changes would stand. 

„ Mr « HARROD stated that there was then a general 

'student strike'.’ This strike was against the president 
and his proclamations. 

HARROD stated that this happened early in the 
Fall term of 1928 9 right after Governor REAGAN appeared on 
the campus as a Freshman student. 

He recalled that all students then in this 
student strike" refused to attend classes. He stated that 
Governor REAGAN would have participated to the extent 
that he was one of the students, and that there was a 
100 per cent participation in the student strike, and 
that Governor REAGAN, as a Freshman student, would have 
done as the other students did. 

He stated that faculty members, almost 100 per cent 
were against the proclamations of the then college president, 
and that they advised all students that they would hold 
classes in the homes of the faculty members, and that the 
students could carry on their studies in this manner. 

Mr. HARROD recalls that a majority of the 24 
member board of trustees of the Eureka College met or 
at least conferred regarding this "student strike" which 
was beginning to pick up national publicity. President 
BERT WILSON was fired . 

Mr. HARROD *s father, who was then the academic 
Dean of Eureka College, was appointed as acting president 
of Eureka College, and he held this position for several 
months until a new college president was chosen and installed 
several months later. 

Mr. HARROD stated that there was nothing reprehensible 
about this on the part of any student, that there was no 
subversive activity involved whatsoever. 
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Mr. HARROD presumes that now , as this former 
student has achieved a position of some political 
prominence, there will be those who will attempt to 
dig in to history to learn of any derogatory information 
that could possibly be found regarding him. 

Mr. HARROD stated that he knows of no derogatory 
information regarding Governor REAGAN, and that he knows 
Governor REAGAN to be a most loyal American citizen.

Doctor DAVID PALMER, President of Central Broad- 
casting Company, WOC-AM-FM-TV, 800 Brady Street, and 
president of Palmer College of Chiropractic, .1000 Brady 
Street, Davenport, Iowa, advised on January 27, 1967, 
that he remembers RONALD REAGAN, whom he calls "DUTCH”, 
very well. Doctor PALMER stated that the two of them 
used to double date together when REAGAN was employed at 
the radio station in Davenport, Iowa. Doctor PALMER 
stated that, in fact, he gave REAGAN his first job as an 
announcer when he first came to Davenport, in approximately 
1932, fresh out of college at Eureka, Illinois. Doctor 
PALMER stated that to the best of his memory RONALD REAGAN, 
known to his friends as "DUTCH", first came to Davenport, 
in approximately 1932 right after he graduated from Eureka

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College In Eureka, Illinois. He worked in Davenport as 
a sports announcer and then was transferred to WHO, 

Bes Koines, Iowa, where he worked for approximately seven 
years. The two radio stations, WOC, in Davenport, and MO, 
in Bes Moines, were and still are operated by the saa© 
company. Doctor PALMER explained that when REAGAN came to 
Davenport, and while he worked in Davenport and in Bes Moines, 
he was single, and consequently he and Doctor PALMER had a 
close social acquaintance together, in that they would often 
go out together and double date together. 

Doctor PALMER described REAGAN as a great American, 
clean both morally and physically. He stated that his 
character and loyalty to the country were beyond reproach, 
and that there was nothing in his background, social habits, 
or financial handling of his affairs to indicate anything 
but a very fine person and a sincere American. 

Doctor PALMER explained that the only two persons 
that he knows of that were working for the radio station 
in Davenport , when REAGAN worked there, and who are still 
working at the radio station, are Mr. BILL WAGNER and 
Miss LUC ILS ■ MAUGET. He stated that REAGAN's associates while 
he was in Davenport, were mostly other persons at the 
radio station. He does not believe that there is anyone 
left la the Davenport area that was associated with REAGAN 
while he worked at the radio station, with the exception 
of the above two persons. While REAGAN worked for WOC, 
in Davenport, he was a straight announcer. But after 
transferring to Des Moines, to TOO, he became a sports 
announcer . Doctor PALMER does not remember the exact period 
that EKAGAN worked for the radio station, but believes he 
began work in about 1932 and continued for approximately ten 
years total, at the two radio stations. 

Doctor PALMER remembers REAGAN belonging to no 
organizations while he was in Davenport, and knows of 
absolutely nothing that would reflect unfavorably uoon 
his loyalty to the country. 
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LUCIUS MAUGET, Assistant Treasurer of Palmer 
Broadcasting Company, aqd secretary of Palmer College ox 
Chiropractic, and Palmer Junior College, furnished 
the employment application for REAGAN reflecting the 
following information on January 30, 1967? . 

The application is titled "Application for 
Position, Central Broadcasting Company - station WHO, 

Index number 480-07-7453, dated February 9, 1933," 

It is in the name of RONALD WILSON SEAGAN, 400 Center 
Street, (no city or state given), date of birth 
February 6, 1911, at Tampico, Illinois. The application 
states that REAGAN resided in Des Moines, Iowa, for 
four years and in the state of Iowa for four years. His 
religious affiliation was the Christian church, and his 
fraternity, TMJ KAPPA SPSILAN. R.1A.GAN is listed as 
single with no dependents, six foot 3/4 inch, 170 pounds, 
brown hair, green eyes. He is listed as owning his 
car, and having completed grade school, high school, 
and received an A. B, in Economics and Sociology at Eureka 
College, Eureka, Illinois, No other employers are listed 
and no references are given. 

The application further reflects that REAGAN 
began employment for the Central Broadcasting Company 
on February 10, 1933, and terminated employment on 
May ' 22 , 1937. His starting salary was $100.00 per 
month, as of February 10, 1933, and was making $325.00 
per month as of March 1, 1936, and when he terminated 
employment. He was employed with the company in the 
program department as a sports announcer. 

Miss MAUGET explained that at this time, when 
REAGAN was working for the Central Broadcasting Company, 
she was the company’s cashier. The company was owned 
and operated at that time by Palmer College. 

Miss MAUGET explained that no permanent 
employment records were kept for the company prior to 
1932, and consequently she does not know for sure if the 
period February 9, 1933 to May 22, 1937, covers the 
entire period that RONALD REAGAN worked for the Central 
Broadcasting Company, or just the period that he worked for 
WHO in Des Moines, Iowa. She stated that while RONALD 
REAGAN worked for the company his brother, J. NEIL REAGAN, 
also worked for the Central Broadcasting Company from 1934, 
through 1940, as a radio announcer. When RONALD REAGAN 
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first cane to Davenport, and began employment with the 
Central Broadcasting Company, he had just completed his 
schooling at Eureka College, Eureka, Illinois. She 
remembers RONALD REAGAN quite well, and remembers that 
everyone at the station called him "DUTCH”. She stated 
that she does not remember him working for the radio 
station, WOC, i a Davenport, very long. He was a good worker, 
and must have been a very good announcer, or he would have 
not been transferred to the Des Moines, radio station, 
which was the larger of the two stations at that time. 

While he was in Davenport, he associated mostly with the 
other persons at the radio station. Hiss HAUGET explained 
that there was a small crowd at uOC at that time, and 
everyone was very close and usually ran around together. 

She described REAGAN as an all-American boy type, very clean 
■cut, and from a very good middle class family in Illinois. 

She stated that he always impressed her as being extremely 
honest and outward in his thoughts and actions. Sis 
character a cd loyalty to the country aro unquestionable 
• in- her' opinion. She stated that he never gave her or 
Anyone els© that she knows of any reason, at all to question 
his loyalty to the country, while he worked for WOC In. 
Davenport. She knows of no organisations that he belonged 
to while in Davenport, except for his college fraternity. 

He was very interested in sports, and as far as she knows, 
dated no one in particular while he was in Davenport. Miss 
MAUGST stated that she could, think of absolutely nothing 
detrimental to say about RONALD REAGAN in any respect. 

She described him as a wonderful person and a fine American. 

To the best of Miss MA.UGET , s knowledge, BILL 
WAGNER, who was auditor for the Central Broadcasting 
Company at the time RONALD REAGAN worked for the company, 
and Doctor DAVID PALMER, are the only persons in Davenport, 
outside of herself, who were employed at the radio station 
at the time REAGAN was employed. She stated that in 
addition to herself these two persons would probably the 
only people in the area who would know or remember him. 

Miss MAUGET remembers that while REAGAN worked for WOC 
in Davenport, he lived at the Perry Street apartments, 
now known as the Vale apartments. Fourth and Perry Street, 
Davenport, Iowa. She remembers that he used to kid a lot 
about the apartments, about the maid service, and about 
how the beds would fold out of the wall. She stated that 
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in fact he would joke and kid a lot with everyone about 
everything, and always seemed to toe in very high spirits 
of She stated that he did have a roommate 

with him in, the Perry Street apartment, but she has ho 
idea who that was .

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Mr. WILLI AU D. WAGNER, Vice President and Secretary 
of Palmer Broadcasting Company-, 800 Brady Street, Davenport, 
Iowa, advised on January 30, 1967, that he remembers RONALD 
WILSON REAGAN, very well when he worked for the Central 
Broadcasting Company in Davenport, and Des Moines, Iowa, 

Mr. WAGNER explained that he was auditor of the company at 
that time, and used to go out with REAGAN whom he called 
"DUTCH", after the night's work was finished. To the best 
of Mr. WAGNER's memory, REAGAN began work for the Central 
Broadcasting Company in Davenport, Iowa, in approximately 
1932 or 1933, and left the employment in approximately 
1936 or 1937* Mr, WAGNER explained that the Central 
Broadcasting Company was founded in 1929, and bought WOC in 
Davenport, and WHO in Des Moines. While the station was 
known as WHQ-WOC, "DUTCH" REAGAN was employed la Davenport 
as a sports announcer. Then all the studio operations for 
the radio station were transferred to the Des Moines, Iowa, 
station, in May, 1933. At that time, REAGAN was also 
transferred to Des Moines, and became the sports announcer 
for the station. All operation© closed up in Davenport, 
except for the accounting office. Mr. WAGNER stated that 
REAGAN worked in Davenport for tho Central Broadcasting 
Company for less than a year. Be was single the entire time 
he worked for Central Broadcasting Company in both Davenport 
and Des Moines, Iowa. 

Hr* WAGNER described REAGAN as a very capable sports 
announcer, and pointed out that his brother, J. NEIL REAGAN, 
also worked for the station during the approximate same 
period* l/hen RONALD REAGAN left the employment of the 
station, in approximately 1936, or 1937, he went to California 
and entered the movies. 

Mr. WAGNER described REAGAN as a very eager young 
man in his work, and was fresh out of Eureka College, when 
he first began work for the station in Davenport, Iowa. 

He knows of absolutely nothing derogatory about REAGAN, and 
stated that his character and loyalty to this country 
were beyond reproach and unquestionable. Mr. WAGNER pointed 
out that REAGAN's brother, J. NEIL, first went to work to 
put RONALD REAGAN through college, and then RONALD went to 
work to put his brother through college. He stated that 
they were close family from around Dixon, Illinois. Both 
RONALD and his brother graduated from Eureka College, Eureka, 
Illinois. During the entire time that REAGAN worked for the 
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Central Broadcasting Company, Mr. WAGNER stated that 
he did nor said anything that would reflect unfavorably 
upon his character or his loyalty to his country. 

REAGAN’s close associates and friends were other 
person at the radio station. He was a very personable and 
well liked young man and consequently had no trouble in 
making friends with the other employees at the station. 

Mr. WAGNER knows of no organization that REAGAN belonged 
to while he worked for the company with the exception of 
the National Guard or Army Reserve. Mr. WAGNER believed 
that REAGAN was a member of either the National Guard or 
the Army Reserve, while he was employed with the station 
in Des Moines, Iowa. 

Mr. WAGNER explained that in approximately 1936 
or 1937, EEAGAN went out to California to watch and cover 
the Chicago Cubs in spring training. While out there, 
some friends of REAGAN's who were in the movies, prevailed 
upon him to take a screen test. He did and passed the 
screen test, and this ended his announcing career.

The "Hollywood Citizen News" published on 
September 6, 1947, carried an item entitled, "PAUL 
ROBESON RAPS 'Fascists'." The article related that 
ROBESON spoke and sang at a function at the Shrine 
Auditorium, Los Angeles, under the auspices of the 
Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee. The article 
noted that among those listed on the announcement as 
the sponsoring committee was RONALD REAGAN. REAGAN 
was not further identified. 

On October 23, 1947, RONALD REAGAN, motion 
picture actor, testified before the Committee on Un- 
American Activities. One page 215 of the record of these 
hearings conducted for the period of October 20 to 
October 30, 1947, REAGAN was questioned as to whether 
he had ever sponsored any function of the Joint Anti-Fascist 
Refugee Committee. Following is quoted his reply:, 

"I was called several weeks ago. There 
happened at the time in Hollywood to be a financial 
drive on to raise money to build a badly needed 
hospital in a certain section of town, called 
the All Nations Hospital. I think the purpose 
of the building is so obvious by the title 
that it has the support of most of the people 
of Hollywood — or, of Los Angeles, I should say. 
Certainly of most of the doctors, because it 
is very badly needed . 
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"Some time ago I was called to the telephone. 

A woman introduced herself by name. Knowing 
that I didn't knot? her I didn't make any 
particular note of her name and I couldn't give 
it now. She told me that there would be a 
recital held at which PAUL ROBESON would sing 
and she said that all the money for the tickets 
would go to the hospital and asked if she could 
use my name as one of the sponsors. I hesitated 
for a moment because I don't think that Mr. ROBESON'S 
and my political views coincide at all and then 
I thought I was being a little stupid because, 

I thought, here is an occasion where Mr. ROBESON 
is perhaps appearing as an artist and certainly 
the object, raising money, is above any political 
consideration, it is a hospital supported by 
everyone. I have contributed money myself. So 
I felt a little bit as if I had been stuffy 
for a minute and I said, certainly, you can use 
my name . 

M I left town for a couple of weeks and 
when I returned I was handed a newspaper story 
that said that this recital was held at the 
Shrine Auditorium in Los Angeles under the 
auspices of the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee

1 did not in the newspaper story see one word 
about the hospital. I called the newspaper 
and said I am not accustomed to writing to 
editors, but would like to explain my position, 
and he laughed and said, 'You needn't bother, 
you are about the fiftieth person that has 
called with the same idea, including most of 
the legitimate doctors who had also been listed 
as sponsors of that affair. '

„ The July 15, 1949 , edition of the "Washington 
rimes Herald, Washington, D.C., newspaper, carried an 
article entitled, "Probers Told ROBESON is a 'Veteran 
Red'. This article reflects that MANNING JOHNSON, 
an ex-Communist Party leader, told Congress on July 14, 
1949, that PAUL ROBESON had been a member of the 
Communist Party for many years. JOHNSON said he met 
ROBESON frequently at the Communist Party headquarters 
in New York, where ROBESON held secret meetings with 
EARL BROWDER, WILLIAM Z. POSTER, and J. PETERS. 

The July 17 , 1951, issue of the "Examiner," 
a Los Angeles daily newspaper, contained an item entitled 
Filmland Fight on Reds Told/' The item stated that 
RONALD REAGAN, actor and Screen Actor's Guild President, 
was one of three spokesmen who told how Hollywood anti- 
communist organizations in "1946 beat the Reds at their 
own game of organizing cells, outstaying them at meetings, 
and using parliamentary procedure to further their aims . " 

The "Times," a Los Angeles daily newspaper, 
on June 10, 1957, carried an item regarding the awarding to 
RONALD REAGAN, screen and television star, of the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Humane Letters by his Alma Mater 
Eureka College, Eureka, Illinois. Among other things, the 
school cited the actor's understanding and courage in 
recognizing and exposing Communists and their influence 
during his term as President of the Screen Actor's Build. 
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In April, 1946, Mr. HARVEY WOLF, a Communist 
Party member from 1933, to 1934, who died January 13, 1964, 
advised that RONALD REAGAN, screen actor, was listed as a 
sponsor and director of the Los Angeles Committee for a 
Democratic Far Eastern Policy. 

The Committee for a Democratic Far Eastern 
Policy has been designated by the Attorney General 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

The "Los Angeles News" issue, April 29, 1946, 
contains an article concerning the California State 
Convention of the American Veterans Committee which was 
held April 26, 1946, through April 28, 1946. This article 
reflects that film actor RONALD REAGAN is a member of the 
American Veterans Committee and was a toastmaster at a 
luncheon session of the convention. 

The Fourth Report of Un-American Activities in 
California which is a report of the Joint Fact Finding 
Committee to the 1948 Regular California Legislature, 
dated at Sacramento, 1948, on Page 43, lists among other 
organizations, the American Veterans Committee, which is 
typical of organizations "faced with consistent Communist 
disruption and confusion." The report states that “the 
California Section of the American Veterans Committee falls 
into the Communist dominated class and is a vociferous, 
decadent minority in national AVC affairs .“ 

The "Daily People's World" issue of September 7, 
1946, on Page 3, contains an article stating that RONALD 
REAGAN was to star in "Operation Terror," first in a series 
of 13 weekly broadcasts entitled, "It's Happening Here," 
sponsored by the Mobilization for Democracy, on Monday 
night, September 9, 1946. It was announced that the program 
would be produced with the cooperation of the Hollywood 
Writers Mobilization. 

The Mobilization for Democracy is cited as follows 
on Page 220 of the Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications prepared and released by the Committee on 
Un-American Activities, U. S. House of Representatives, 
Washington, D. C. 
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1. 'One of the largest, and certainly one 
of the most potentially potent front organizations 
created by California Communists* since 1945. «As 
an excuse for* its creation, the Communist Party 
seized upon the appearance of Gerald L. K. Smith in 
Los Angeles.

• Some weeks ago, on this program, I told of the retired F.B.I. agent who 
Ib : being prosecuted by the Justice Department for having used wiretaps, mail 
openings, and so forth in order to get a line on the revolutionary Weatherman 
organization. 

All of this took place several years ago before the agent, John Kearney, 
had retired. It seeins that Mr. Kearney had done nothing that wasn't standard 
operating procedure at this time. And certainly, the best Interests of our 
people and the nation called for knowing, in advance, what activities were 
being planned by the Weatherman activists. 

It is hard to understand how the Justice Department thinks the interest 
of the nation will be served by proceeding with this after-the-fact prosecution 
pf a man who served his country and his fellow citizens honorably and well. 

The Attorney General, himself, has expressed sorrow about the case, which 
makes one wonder why he doesn't drop the whole thing. He has even, declared 
that John Kearney will face ruin even if he's found innocent, because his entire 
life savings will be used up in his defense against the charges. 

This charging of an F.B.I. agent with a crime for carrying out orders 
has reduced — to zero — the morale of every agent. The Bureau, a proud service 
with a unique record, is being treated as if it were some kind of "secret police", 
guilty of harassing and persecuting the law-abiding. Personally, I don't know 
of any governmental agency more entitled to the respect and gratitude of the 
American people. 

It has guarded against sabotage in times of war, carried on a tireless 
crusade against organised crime and aided local law enforcement in every way 
possible. Now, in a climate of fear, mistrust and hysteria, not only the Bureau, 
but police intelligence of every kind, has been attacked as somehow threatening 
us with a police state. It is in this climate that former agent John Kearney 
is being prosecuted. 

When I spoke of this before, I closed the broadcast expressing the hope 
that. a committee tjo come to the aid of John Kearney would be formed so I could 
contribute to his defense fund. Well, that hope has been realized and there is 
such a committee. 

Former United States Senator James Buckley, former United States 
Ambassador Clare Booth Luce and former Secretary of the Treasury William Simon 
are *nriting letters asking for help to finance the "Citizen's Legal Defense 
Fund for the F.B.^.". Contributions should be sent to the Committee, Suite 608, 

95 Madison Avenue* New York City 10016. I'll repeat that address la a few 
seconds, so be ready. The monies received will be turned over to the Special 
Agents' legal fund of the Society of Former Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation which will assist Kearney in the forthcoming trial. 

Now I said I'd repeat that address. It is, "Citizen's Legal Defense. 

Fund for the -F.B.J.", Suite 608, 95 Madison Avenue, New York City 10016. 

I know this is something I haven't done before, but in a time when dozens 
of government agencies are snooping into every facet of our lives without, 
restraint of any kind, it seems to me there is a great injustice In hounding 
an agency whose so-called snooping is aimed at our protection.

RE/ GOVERNOR RONALD REAGAN’S SWEARING IN CEREMONY AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


Pursuant to your orders the undersigned officers covered the swearing 
in ceremonies of Governor Ronald Reagan which were held on the west 
steps of the State Capitol on January. 4, 1971* Upon arrival a group 
consisting of about 75 dissidents were observed attending the cere- 
monies, so the undersigned mingled with them during the entire cere- 
monies. The ceremonies commenced at approximately 1050 hours and ter- 
minated at) approximately noon.

I This group numbered approxi mately 20 persons, and they were 
carrying banners and protest signs. f 

also led the same group through the crowd on another march also carry- 
ing banners and protest signs. 

This group of protestors then existed the Reinecke-Fest via 11th str- 
eet and proceeded to the court house where they entered the court 
house carrying their banners and protest signs. They were advised by 
the Sacramento County Sheriff’s Officers that by doing this they were 
in violation of section 169 of the penal code. The entire group then

left the inside of the court house and gathered near the water foun- 
tain at the east side of the building. They started to march and dem -

Source I, on December 22, 1970, advised that during 
a regional Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) meeting 
(See Appendix) at Los Angeles on December 19, 1970, there was 
no mention of any plans to cause disruption at Governor Ronald 
Reagan’s Inaugural ceremony on January 4, 1970 at Sacramento, 
California . 

Source II stated that during a regional meeting of 
the SDS/PLP (Progressive Labor Party) held in Berkeley, 
California, December 19, 1970, there was no mention of any 
plans to disrupt Governor Ronald Reagan's inaugural ceremony 
on January 4, 1971, at Sacramento, California. 

Source II further commented that a National SDS/PLP 
Conference is scheduled to be held in Chicago, Illinois, during 
the latter part of December 1970 and those attending from 
California will not be returning to the California area until 
December 31, 1970, or subsequent to that date. It is not known 
by the source at this time if any plans will be discussed at 
the National Conference to cause a disruption during Governor 
Reagan's inaugural ceremony on January 4, 1970, at Sacramento, 
California.

PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY 


"The New York Times" city edition, Tuesday, 

April 20, 1965? page 27, reported that a new party of 
"revolutionary socialism" was formally founded on 
April 18 , 1965 , under the name of the Progressive Labor 
Party (PLP) which had been known as the Progressive. Labor 
Movement . 

According to the article, "The' Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962 by MILTON ROSEN and MORTIMER SCHEER 
after they were expelled from the Communist Party of the 
United States for assertedly following the Chinese Communist 
line . " 

A source advised on June 3, 1968 , that the PLP 
held its Second National Convention in New York City, 

May 31 to June 2, 1968 , at which time the’PLP reasserted 
its objective of the establishment of a militant working 
class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. 

The source also advised that at the Second National. 
Convention MILTON ROSEN was unanimously reelected National 
Chairman of the PLP and LEVI LAUB, FRED JEROME, JARED ISRAEL, 
WILLIAM EPTON, JACOB ROSEN, JEFFREY GORDON, and WALTER LINDER 
were elected as the National Committee to lead the PLP until 
the next convention. ■ • 

The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor," a bimonthly 
magazine, and "Challenge-Pesaf io, a monthly newspaper. 

Source advised on May 25, 1970, that the PLP 
utilizes an. address of General Post Office Box 808 , Brooklyn, 

New York, and also utilizes an office in 

Room 617, 1 Union Square West, New York, New York. 


I . 
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REVOLUTIONARY YOUTH MOVEMENT 


A source advised that the Revolutionary Youth 
Movement II (RYMII) faction of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held a national conference at Atlanta, Georgia, 
from November 26 to 30, 19&9* At this conference it was 
decided to form a new organization to be known as Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM), characterized as a mass anti-imperialist 
youth organization, said organization being proposed as 
separate and distinct in form and content from SDS. The 
"Principles of Unity" adopted by the conference included a 
struggle against white supremacy and male supremacy; fights 
against imperialism, anticommunism, fascism and oppression 
of youth; and support of the right of self-determination of 
all "oppressed nations," also support of the right of all 
"oppressed and exploited" peoples "to armed self-defense." 

It was agreed that RYM would not be a Marxist-Leninist 
organization; however, source said this was decided in order 
to indicate an organization broad enough in form to be 
acceptable? to everyone. A temporary National Steering 
Committee (NSC) made up of eight females and two males was 
elected to govern RYM until national officers could be 
elected during the Spring of 1970. 

RYM publications have listed the RYM National Office 
(NO) at Post Office Box 5^21 and Post Office Box 77012 C, 
bom Atlanta, Georgia, and a second source has advised that 
the NO has no office space but would probably be considered as 
located at Apartment 27, 1067 Alta Avenue, Northeast, Atlanta. 

Second source advised that women dominated the 
founding conference and have continued to dominate NSC 
meetings to the point that "women's liberation" has apparently 
become the RYM's principal Issue - also that RYM's poor 
financial condition has resulted in its failure to publish 
a paper. During early 1970, RYM has decided to cater to 
the working class rather than youth, since the potential for 
for social revolution lies in workers. 

A third source has stated that it was decided at 
the March 1970, NSC meeting that RYM women had decided the 
organization will be molded into a "working class, Marxist- 
Leninist, revolutionary, anti-imperialist, problack 
nationalist, people's women's liberation organization." 
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1_ APPENDIX 

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 

Students for a Democratic Society, commonly 
known as SDS, came into existence at a founding convention 
held during June 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. Prom an 
initial posture of "participatory democracy," Marxist- 
Leninist ideology of various shadings became predominant 
during 1968-1969 with debate centering on how best to create 
a revolutionary youth movement. SDS moved from involvement 
in the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam war position 
to advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist line linking up 
the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America 
with the black liberation movement in the United States . 

All major factions within SDS embrace Marxism-Leninism 
and identify internationally with China, Cuba and North Vietnam 
as countries leading the worldwide struggles against the 
United States. However, the Soviet Union was regarded as 
imperialist and with the Communist Party, United States of 
America, "revisionist" in nature. 

SDS operated under a national constitution which 
called for an annual National Convention (NC) and quarterly 
National Council meetings wherein programs were initiated 
and debated. Three national officers were elected annually 
with a National Interim Committee to run the organization. 
Regional offices and college chapters elected delegates to 
the national meetings but each functioned Independently on 
local matters. Its official publication "Fire" (formerly 
"New Left Notes") last appeared in December 1969. 

Internal factionalism of serious proportions 
developed during 1968 - 1969 an ^ the following three factions 
evolved as a result of a split at the June 19b9> "NC: 

Weatherman, Worker Student Alliance (WSA), and Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM) . The effect of the split on SDS chapters 
throughout the country was divisive. Some aligned with one 
or the other of the three major factions. Oonei.s, unable to 
identify with any faction, disassociated with SDS completely 
and changed names . ^ 

The SDS national office in recent years was 
located at 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. It 
vfas closed in February 1970. 

The Weatherman and RYM groups no longer consider 
them- -.1 ves issociated with SDS, and the WSA group refers to 
itself as the true SDS. 
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1 APPENDIX 

WEATHERMAN 

Initially called the "Action Faction," Weatherman 
came into being immediately before the June 1969* Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) National Convention (NC) . 

At this NC Weatherman won all three national officer positions 
and a majority of the National Interim Committee as well. 
Subsequently, they took over the SDS National Office (NO) 
in Chicago, and controlled its funds, paper and national 
records . Although internal struggle existed until late 19 & 9 , 
Weatherman for all major purposes controlled SDS nationally 
from June 1969.5 until its NO closed in February 1970. At 
this time it no longer considered itself part of SDS. 

The term Weatherman emerged from an ideological 
paper prepared by its leaders entitled "You Don’t Need a 
Weatherman to Know Which Way the Wind Blows" ("New Left 
Notes" June .18, 1969). This statement outlined the basic 
stance of Weatherman: Marxist-Leninist in content but with 

strong advocacy that action not theory would bring about 
revolution in the United States . This posture was complemented 
with an international identification to the Cuban revolution 
and Castro's statement that the duty of a revolutionary is 
to make revolution. 

During October 1969, Weatherman riots in 
Chicago resulted in more than 260 arrests for mob action 
and related charges . A program of armed struggle was 
finalized during a December 1969, "War Council" wherein 
terrorist tactics and political assassination were 
contemplated. The basic strength of Weatherman was then 
revealed to be some 300 - 350 nationally and geographically 
.apportioned to the Midwest, New York, and some Northwest. 

As its rhetoric of violence escalated. Weatherman 
leaders increasingly discuss ed; - ' the necessity of an underground 
operation wherein more than 90 percent of the organization 
would be submerged; "affinity groups" of three - five members 
would function independently . In February 1970, Weatherman 
leaders announced a program of "strategic sabotage" with 
police and military installations as primary targets. 

In February 1970, Weatherman abandoned the 
SDS NO, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois, and 
throughout the country entered an underground status. 
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1 APPENDIX 

WORKER STUDENT ALLIANCE/PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY 

A source advised during August 1969 , that at 
the National Convention (NC) of Students for a Democratic 
'Society (SDS) held in Chicago, Illinois, during June 1969 , 
a split arose between the Progressive Labor Party (PLP) and 
the National Office (NO), the NO becoming known as the 
Weatherman faction. The PLP faction drew the largest 
support among those in attendance at the NC. 

Source further advised that during late Summer, 

1969 , the PLP faction of SDS established its National 
Headquarters (NH) on the second floor of a loft-type 
building at 173A Massachusetts Avenue, Boston, Massachusetts. 
The campaign on which the PLP faction centered was to build 
a worker student alliance 'or a campus worker student 
alliance. Thus, they adopted the names of Worker Student 
Alliance (WSA) or Campus Worker Student Alliance. 

Source stated that the "New Left Notes," printed 
in New York City, is the official publication of the WSA 
faction. 

A second source advised during January 1970, 
that within the SDS, the WSA is a caucus of which the PLP 
constitutes the leadership . 

A third source advised during July 1970, that 
during demonstrations staged in the Boston area during the 
Spring and Summer of 1970 by the NH, the main theme of 
previous demonstrations staged by the NH shifted from 
protestations of the Vietnam War and other United States 
foreign policy matters to attacking domestic issues such 
as racism and unemployment and demonstrating support of 
the "workers’ struggle."
